Between rafters fix match boards in same way as sound¬ 
boarding shown in floor below, leaving a similar space of 
i or x J inches, which fill with Silicate Cotton.

Cover up, and when needful, thatch with good projection all 
brickwork to protect the same from weather during any stoppage 
of the works or otherwise. 

Brickwork. 

As ordinary brickwork consumes from 4,300 to 4,35° bricks 
per rod, its price will vary at about the rate of 4 s. 4 d. per rod 
for every shilling of variation in the price per thousand of the 
bricks ; for this, 5 s. per rod is generally assumed to be sufficiently 
exact. 

An addition must be made of from ten to twenty per cent, 
for work done in small quantities or difficult positions. 

For brickwork executed in blue lias lime, it has been 
customary to allow an addition to the price, and the extra has 
been variously stated at from 15s. down to as low as 2s. 6d. 
per rod, the lower quotations being those representing the most 
recent opinions. The limes have been experimented upon by 
trade experts, and they find that in consequence of the lesser 
shrinkage of lias mortar, the ultimate expense beyond that of 
grey lime mortar may be considered as practically non-existent

1. The usual remuneration for an architect’s 
services, except as hereinafter mentioned, is a 
commission of 5 per cent, on the total cost of works 
executed under his directions. Such total cost is to 
be valued as though executed by a builder with new 
materials. This commission is for the necessary 
preliminary conferences and sketches, approximate 
estimate when required (such, for instance, as may 
be obtained by cubing out the contents), the 
necessary general and detailed drawings and 
specifications, one set of tracings, duplicate speci¬ 
fication, general superintendence of works, and 
examining and passing the accounts, exclusive of 
measuring and making out extras and omissions. 

2. This commission does not include the payment 
for services rendered in connection with negotiations 
relating to the site or premises, or in supplying 
drawings to ground or other landlords, or in 
surveying the site or premises and talcing levels, 
making surveys and plans of buildings to be altered, 
making arrangements in respect of party-walls and 
rights of light, or for drawings for and correspondence 
with local and other authorities, or for services 
consequent on the failure of builders to carry out the 
works, or for services in connection with litigation 
or arbitration, or in the measurement and valuation 
of extras and omissions. For such services 
additional charges proportionate to the trouble 
involved and time spent are made. The clerk of 
the works should be appointed by the architect, 
his salary being paid by the client. 

3. In all works of less cost than £1,000, and in 
works requiring designs for furniture and fittings of 
buildings, or for their decoration with painting, 
mosaics, sculpture, stained glass, or other like works, 
and in cases of alterations and additions to buildings, 
5 per cent, is not remunerative, and the architect’s 
charge is regulated by special circumstances and 
conditions.

Architects’ Charges— continued. 

4. When several distinct buildings, being 
repetitions of one design, are erected at the same 
time from a single specification and one set of 
drawings and under one contract, the usual com¬ 
mission is charged on the cost of one such building, 
and a modified arrangement made in respect of the 
others ; but this arrangement does not apply to the 
reduplication of parts in one building undertaking, 
in which case the full commission is charged on the 
total cost. 

5. If the architect should have drawn out the 
approved design, with plans, elevations, sections, 
and specification, the charge is 2 \ per cent, upon 
the estimated cost. If he should have procured 
tenders in accordance with the instruction of his 
employer, the charge is £ per cent, in addition. 
Two and a-half per cent, is charged upon any works 
originally included in the contract or tender, but 
subsequently omitted in execution. These charges 
are exclusive of the charge for taking out quantities. 
Preliminary sketches and interviews, where the 
drawings are not further proceeded with, are 
charged for according to the trouble involved and 
time expended. 

6. Should the client, having approved the design 
and after the contract drawings have been prepared, 
require material alterations to be made, whether 
before or after the contract .has been entered into, 
an extra charge is made in proportion to the time 
occupied in such alterations. 

7. The architect is entitled during the progress of 
the works to payment by instalments on account at 
the rate of 5 per cent, on the amount of the certi¬ 
ficates when granted, or alternatively on the sign¬ 
ing of the contract, to half the commission on the 
amount thereof, and the remainder by instalments 
during their progress. 

8. The charge per day depends upon an architect’s 
professional position, tne minimum charge being 
three guineas. 

9. The charge for taking a plan of an estate, 
laying it out, and arranging for building upon it, is 
regulated by the time, skill, and trouble involved. 

10. For setting out on an estate the position of 
the proposed road or roads, taking levels, and 
preparing drawings for roads and sewers, applying 
for the sanction of local authorities, and supplying 
all necessary tracings for this purpose, the charge is 
2 per cent, on the estimated cost. For subsequently 
preparing working drawings and specifications of 
roads and sewers, obtaining tenders, supplying one

copy of drawings and specification to the contractor, 
superintending works, examining and passing- 
accounts (exclusive of measuring and valuing extras 
and omissions), the charge is 4 per cent, on the cost 
of the works executed, in addition to the 2 per cent, 
previously mentioned. 

11. For letting the several plots in ordinary cases 
the charge is a sum not exceeding a whole year’s 
ground rent, but in respect of plots of great value a 
special arrangement must be made. 

12. For approving plans submitted by the lessee, 
and for inspecting the buildings during their 
progress, so far as may be necessary to ensure the 
conditions being fulfilled, and certifying for lease, 
the charge is a percentage not exceeding ij per 
cent, up to £5,000, and above that by special 
arrangement. 

13. For valuing freehold, copyhold, or leasehold

14. For valuing and negotiating the settlement

15. For estimating dilapidations, and furnishing 
or checking a schedule of same, the charge is 5 per 
cent, on the estimate, but in no case less than two 
guineas. For services in connection with settle¬ 
ment of claim, by arbitration or otherwise, extra 
charges are made, under Clause 8. 

16. For inspecting, reporting, and advising on 

the sanitary condition of premises, the charge must 
depend on the nature and extent of the services 
rendered. 1 

17. In all cases travelling and other out-of-pocke 
expenses are paid by the client in addition to the 
fees. If the work is at such a distance as to lead to 
an exceptional expenditure of time in travelling, an 
additional charge may be made under Clause 8. 

18. When an architect takes out and supplies to 
builders quantities on which to form estimates for 
executing his designs, he should do so with the 
concurrence of hia client, and it is desirable that the 
architect should be paid by him rather than by the 
builder, the cost of such quantities not being j 
included in the commission of 5 per cent.

Each washer has a compartment and one drying 
horse, numbered to correspond.

CHIMNEYS AND FLUES. 

L. B. Act, 1894. — Digest. 

Except to steam engine, brewery, distillery, or 
manufactory, not to be higher above roof, etc., ad¬ 
joining than 6 times the least width, unless bonded 
to another chimney not in same line, or otherwise 
secured. 

Chimneys may project ON CORBELS thickness of 
wall immediately below. Others to be on SOLID 
FOUNDATIONS and footings, or on iron girders 
bearing on party, external, or cross walls, to satis¬ 
faction of District Surveyor. 

Flues at a LESS ANGLE THAN 45 DEGREES, to 
have at least ins. of brickwork on upper side. 

Chimneys and Flues with angles LESS THAN 45 
DEGREES to have SOOT DOORS of not less than 40 
square, inches, every angle to be properly rounded. 
SOOT Doors 15 inches from wood. 

Chimney breast to be carried on arch, stone, or 
wrought iron. If projecting more than 4 ins., with 
jambs less than 17^ ins. wide, to be tied in with 
iron bar or bars turned up and down at ends and 
built in 84 ins. each side. 

JAMBS "to be at least 8£ ins. wide. 

CHIMNEY BREASTS and brickwork surrounding 
smoke flues to be at least 4 ins. thick. 

Backs OF fire place openings to a height of 
12 ins. above mantle to be 84 ins. thick.. 

Inside of flues and outside, where passing through 
floors or roofs, or near timber, TO BE RENDERED, 
PARGETTED, OR LINED with fire-resisting stone¬ 
ware piping. 

Chimney shafts or flues to be at least 3 FEET 
ABOVE THE ROOF FLAT OR GUTTER at the highest 
part adjoining, and the TOP 6 COURSES TO BE IN 
CEMENT. 

Flues built in or against any PARTY STRUCTURE 
to be surrounded with new brickwork at least 4 ins. 
thick, and properly bonded. 


Chimney breasts not to be cut away from 
any party wall without the certificate of the District 
Surveyor. 

Chimney shaft, jamb, or flue, not to be cut 
INTO, except for repair, for letting in, removing, 
or altering pipes and smoke jacks; for forming 
openings for soot doors, and for insertion of ventil¬ 
ating valves, the opening for such not to be nearer 
than 12 ins. to any timber or combustible material. 

Position and course of flues to be out¬ 
lined in durable manner on outside of wall, except 
in outer wall. 

Flues for OVEN, FURNACE, COCKLE STEAM 
BOILER, OR CLOSE FIRE for any trade or business, 
or range or cooking apparatus of any hotel, tavern, 
or eating house, to be surrounded with brickwork 
Sb ins. thick to level of ceiling to room over. 

"Flues to STEAM BOILER or HOT AIR ENGINE to 
be 20 ft. high from floor of engine. 

Timber and Woodwork not to be nearer 
than 12 inches to inside of flues or chimney open¬ 
ings, not to be within 10 ins., of upper side of 
the hearth, not within 2 ins. of face of wall about 
any chimney or flue if such wall be less than 84 
ins. thick, unless face be rendered. 

WOOD Plugs not to be nearer than 6 ins., and 
iron holdfasts than 2 ins., the inside of any flue. 

Pipe flues , see “ Pipes.” 


OHIMNEY SHAFTS. 

Circular shafts offer only half the resistance 
to wind of square shafts. Flues should always be 
circular. 

Chimney shafts should not be attached to build¬ 
ings owing to unequal settlement. 

Thickness of brickwork: top 20 ft. (if flue 
not more than 4 ft. 6 in. diam.) I brick. (If flue 
over 4 ft. 6 in. diam.) 14 bricks. Add 4 brick to 
thickness for every 20 feet below. 

Furnace should not be further away from shaft 
than § height. 

Fire brick lining inside base should be indepen¬ 
dent of main shaft, and if temperature of vapours 
very great, take fire brick lining to the top. 

Shafts carrying off poisonous fumes should be 
at least 250 ft. high. 

Hard stocks and mortar stand heat better than 
stone and cement. 

Foundations should be large and spreading. 

Caps should only have a slight projection, as 
they catch the wind and cause oscillation. 

Hoop iron bond is required every ten or twelve 
courses for each 4 brick of thickness. 

A lightning conductor should be fixed to shaft.

that comprised in the Contract, he shall, before pro¬ 
ceeding with such work, give notice in writing to 
this effect to the Architect. In the event of the 
Architect and Contractor failing to agree as to 
whether or not there is any excess, and of the 
Architect’s deciding that the Contractor is to carry 
out the said work, the Contractor shall accordingly do 
so, and the question whether or not there is any 
excess, and if so the amount thereof, shall, failing 
agreement, be settled by the Arbitrator as provided 
in Clause 32, and the Contractor shall be paid accord¬ 
ingly. No claim for an extra shall be allowed 
unless it shall have been executed under the pro¬ 
visions of Clause 5, or by the authority of the Archi¬ 
tect as herein mentioned. Any such extra is here 
in after referred to as an authorised extra. 

13. —No variations shall vitiate the Contract; but 

til authorised extras for which a price may not have 
been previously agreed, and any omission which may 
nave been made with the knowledge of the Archi- 
’ect, or without his knowledge, provided he sub¬ 
sequently give a written sanction to such omission, 
'hail be measured and valued, as hereinafter 
>rovided by * ; and a copy of such 

neasurement and valuation shall be given to the 
Contractor. The fees for so measuring and valuing 
the variations shall be added to the contract sum. 

It in the opinion of the Architect the work cannot 
be properly measured and valued, day-work prices 
shall be allowed therefor, provided that vouchers 
specifying the time and material employed shall have 
been delivered for verification to the Architect, or 
nis nominee, at or before the expiration of the week 
following that in which such work shall have been 
done. The variations shall be valued at the rates 
contained in the. Contractor’s original estimate, or, 
where the same may not apply, at rates propor¬ 
tionate to the prices therein contained. The 
Amount to be allowed on either side in respect of the 
variations so ascertained shall be added to or de¬ 
ducted from the contract sum as the case may be. 

14. + —The fees for the Bills of Quantities and the 
Surveyor’s expenses (if any) stated therein shall be 
paid by the Contractor to the Surveyor named 
therein out of and immediately after receiving the 
amount of the certificate or certificates in which 
they shall be included. The fees chargeable under 
Clause 13 shall be paid by the Contractor before 
the issue by the Architect of the certificate for the 
final payment. If the Contractor fails or neglects 
to pay as herein provided, then the Employer shall 
be at liberty, and is hereby authorised, to do so on 
the certificate of the Architect, and the amount so 
paid by the Employer shall be deducted from the 
amount otherwise due to the Contractor- 

15*—When the Contractor shall have received 
payment of any certificate in which the Architect 
shall have stated that he has taken into account the 
value of any unfixed materials intended for the 
works, and placed by the Contractor thereon, or 
upon ground adjacent thereto, all such materials 
shall become the property of the Employer, and 
shall not be taken away, except for the purpose 
of being used on the building, without the written 
authority of the Architect; and the Contractor 
shall be liable for any loss of or damage to such 
materials. 

16.—The Architect shall, during the progress of 
the works, have power to order in writing from time 
;o time the removal from the works, within such 
reasonable time or times as may be specified in the 
• •rder, of any materials which in the opinion of the 
Architect are not in accordance with the Specifica¬ 
tion or the instruction of the Architect, the substitu¬ 
tion of proper materials, and the removal and proper 
re-execution of any work executed with materials 
and workmanship not in accordance with the Draw¬ 
ings and Specification or instructions; and the 
Contractor shall forthwith carry out such order at 
his own cost. In case of default on the part of 
the Contractor to carry out such order, the Em¬ 
ployer shall have power to employ and pay other 
persons to carry out the same ; and all expenses 
consequent thereon or incidental thereto shall be 
borne by the Contractor, and shall be recoverable 
from him by the Employer, or may be deducted by 
him from any moneys due or that may become 
due to him.

+ In cases where the Surveyor is engaged by the 
Employer to be paid direct by him this clause will come 
out. 
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17.—Any defects, shrinkage, or other faults 
which may appear within months from the com¬ 
pletion of the works, arising in the opinion of the 
Architect from materials or workmanship not in 
accordance with the Drawings and Specifications or 
the instructions of the Architect, or any damage to 
pointing by frost appearing within the like period, 
shall upon the directions in writing of the Architect, 
and within such reasonable time as shall be specified 
therein, be amended and made good by the Con¬ 
tractor at his own cost, unless the ^ Architect shall 
decide that he ought to be paid for'the same ; and 
in case of default the Employer may employ and 
pay other persons to amend and make good such 
defects, shrinkage, or other faults or damage, and 
all expenses consequent thereon or incidental 
thereto shall be borne by the Contractor and shall 
be recoverable from him by the Employer, or may 
be deducted by him from any moneys due or that 
may become due to the Contractor. Should any 
defective work have been done or material supplied 
by any sub-contractor or other person employed on 
the works who has been nominated or approved by 
the Architect, the Contractor shall be liable to make 
good in the same manner as if such work or material 
had been done or supplied by the Contractor, and 
been subject to the provisions of this and the pre¬ 
ceding clause. 

18. —The Contractor shall, at the request of the 
Architect, within such tim3 as the Architect shall 
name, open for inspection any work covered up ; 
and should the Contractor refuse or neglect to 
comply with such request, the Architect may 
employ other workmen to open up the same. If 
the said work has been covered up in contravention 
of the Architect’s instructions, or if on being 
opened up it be found not in accordance with the 
Drawings and Specification or the instructions of 
the Architect, the expenses of opening and covering 
it up again, whether done by the Contractor, or 
such other workmen, shall be borne by, and recover¬ 
able from, the Contractor, or may be deducted as 
aforesaid. If the work has not been covered up in 
contravention of such instructions, and be found in 
accordance with the said Drawings and Specification 
or instructions, then the expenses aforesaid shall be 
borne by the Employer and be added to the Contract 
sum: provided always that in the case of founda¬ 
tions, or of any other urgent work so opened up 
and requiring immediate attention, the Architect 
shall, within a reasonable time after receipt of 
notice from the Contractor that the work has been 
so opened, make, or cause the inspection thereof to 
be made, and at the expiration of such time, if such 
inspection shall not have been made, the Contractor 
may cover up the same, and shall not be required 
to open it up again for inspection except at the 
expense of the Employer. 

19. —The Contractor shall not, without the 
written consent of the Architect, assign this Agree¬ 
ment or sublet any porton of the works. 

20. —No sub-contractor or other person nominated 
by the Architect shall be employed upon the works 
against whom the Contractor snail make what the 
Architect considers reasonable objection, or who 
will not enter into a contract with the Contractor 
guaranteeing the due performance of his work, and 
indemnifying the Contractor against any claims 
arising out of misuse by the sub-contractor or his 
workmen of any scaffold erected or plant employed 
by the Contractor, or that may be made against the 
Contractor in consequence of any act, omission, or 
default of the sub-contractor, his servants, or 
agents. 

21. —The Contractor shall be responsible for all 
structural and decorative damage to property, and 
for injury caused by the works or workmen to 
persons, animals, or things, and shall hold, the 
Employer harmless in respect thereof. He shall 
also be responsible for all injuries caused to the 
buildings, the subject of this Contract, by frost, or 
other inclemency of weather, and shall reinstate all 
damage caused by the same, and thoroughly com¬ 
plete the whole of the works. 

22. —(#)*The Contractor shall insure the works, 
and keep them insured until they are delivered up, 
against loss or damage by fire, in an office to be 
approved by the Architect, in the joint names of the 
Employer and Contractor, for the full value of the 
works executed, and shall deposit with the Architect 
the policies and receipts for the premiums paid for 
such insurance ; and in default the Employer may

insure the works and deduct the premium paid from 
any moneys due or which may become due. All : 
moneys received under such policies are to be paid 1 
to the Contractor by instalments on the certificates 1 
of the Architect, and to be applied in or towards the l 
rebuilding or reparation of the works destroyed or ; 
injured. The Contractor shall, as soon as the claim 
under the policy is settled, proceed with all due 
diligence with the rebuilding or reparation, and i 
shall not be entitled to any payment in respect 
thereof other than the said moneys received, but 1 
such extension of the time hereinafter mentioned 
for completion shall be made as shall be just and 
reasonable. ( b ) The whole building and the works 
executed under this Contract shall be at the sole 
risk of the Employer as regards any loss or damage 
by fire, and in the event of any such loss or damage 
being so occasioned which affects the original 
building or structure in addition to the new work, 
the Contractor shall be entitled to receive from the 
Employer the full value of all work then executed 
and materials then delivered, calculated in the 
I manner provided for by Clause 13 hereof, and this 
Contract, so far as it relates to any subsequent 
work, may at the option of either party be deter- 
■ mined if in the opinion of the Arbitrator such 
! determination shall be just and equitable. 

23. —Possession of the site (or premises) shall be 
given to the Contractor on or before the 

day of . He shall begin the works 

immediately after such possession, shall regularly 
proceed with them, and shall complete the same 
(except painting and papering or other decorative 
work which in the opinion of the Architect it may 
be desirable to delay) by the day of 

, subject nevertheless to the 
provisions for extension of time hereinafter con¬ 
tained. 

24. —If the Contractor fail to complete the works 

by the date named in Clause 23, or within any 
extended time allowed by the Architect under these 
presents, and the Architect shall certify in writing 
that the works could reasonably have been com¬ 
pleted by the said date, or within the said extended 
time, the Contractor shall pay or allow to the 
Employer the sum of £ sterling per* 

as liquidated and ascertained damages for every 
* beyond the said date or extended time, as 

the case may be, during which the works shall 
remain unfinished, except as provided by Clause 23, 
and such damages may be deducted by the 
Employer from any moneys due to the Contractor. 

25. —If in the opinion of the Architect the works 
be delayed by force majeure or by reason of any 
exceptionally inclement weather, or by reason of 
instructions from the Architect in consequence of 
proceedings taken or threatened by or disputes with 
adjoining or neighbouring owners, or by the works 
or delay of other Contractors or tradesmen engaged 
or nominated by the Employer or the Architect, 
and not referred to in the Specification, or by 
reason of authorished extras or additions, or in 
consequence of any notice reasonably given by the 
Contractor in pursuance of Clause 12, or by reason 
of any local combination of workmen or strikes or 
lock-out affecting any of the Building trades, or in 
consequence of the Contractor not having received 
in due time necessary instructions from the Archi¬ 
tect for which he shall have specifically applied in 
writing, the Architect shall make a fair and reason¬ 
able extension of time for completion in respect 
thereof. In cases of such strike or lock-out the 
Contractor shall, as soon as may be, give to the 
Architect written notice thereof. But the Con¬ 
tractor shall nevertheless use his best endeavours 
to prevent delay, and shall do all that may reason¬ 
ably be required to the satisfaction of the Architect 
to proceed with the works. 

26. —If the Contractor, except on account of any 
legal restraint upon the Employer preventing the 
continuance of the works, or on account of any of 

i the causes mentioned m Clause 25, or in case of a 
certificate being withheld or not paid when due, 
shall suspend the works, or in the opinion of the 
Architect shall neglect or fail to proceed with due 
diligence in the performance of his part of the 
Contract, or if he shall more than once make 
default in the respects mentioned in Clause 16, the 
Employer by the Architect shall have power to give 
notice in writing to the Contractor requiring that 
the works be proceeded with in a reasonable 
manner and with reasonable dispatch. Such notice 
shall not be unreasonablv or vexatiouslv given, 

* Insert “ day ” or “ week ” as may be agreed. 
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and must signify that it purports to be a notice 
under the provisions of this clause, and must 
specify the act or default on the part of the Con¬ 
tractor upon which it is based. After such notice 
shall have been given the Contractor shall not 
be at liberty to remove from the site or works, 
or from any ground contiguous thereto, any plant 
or materials belonging to him which shall have been 
placed thereon for the purposes of the works ; and 
the Employer shall have a lien upon all such plant 
and materials, to subsist from the date of such 
notice being given until the notice shall have been 
complied with. Provided always that such lien 
shall not under any circumstances subsist after the 
expiration of thirty-one days from the date of such 
. notice being given unless the Employer shall have 
i entered upon and taken possession of the works and 
| site as hereinafter provided. If the Contractor 
[ shall fail for days after such notice has been 

1 given to proceed with the works as therein pre¬ 
scribed, the Employer may enter upon and take 
possession of the works and site, and of all such 
plant and materials thereon (or on any ground 
contiguous thereto) intended to be used for the 
works, and all such materials as above mentioned 
shall thereupon become the property of the Em¬ 
ployer absolutely, and the Employer shall retain and 
hold a lien upon all such plant until the works shall 
have been completed under the powers hereinafter 
conferred upon him. If the Employer shall exercise 
the above power he may engage any other person 
to complete the works, and exclude the Contractor, 
his agents and servants, from entry upon or access 
to the same, except that the Contractor or any one 
person nominated by him may have access at all 
reasonable times to inspect, survey, and measure the 
j works. And the Employer shall take such steps as in 
I the opinion of the Architect may be reasonably neces- 
I sary for completing the works without undue delay 
or expense, using for that purpose the plant and 
materials above mentioned in so far as they are 
suitable and adapted to such use. Upon the com¬ 
pletion of the works the Architect shall certify the 
amount of the expenses properly incurred conse¬ 
quent on and incidental to the default of the 
Contractor as aforesaid, and in completing the 
works by other persons. Should the amount so 
certified as the expenses properly incurred be less 
than the amount which would have been due to the 
Contractor upon the completion of the works by him, 
the difference shall be paid to the Contractor by the 
j Employer ; should the amount of the former exceed 
the latter, the difference shall be paid by the Con¬ 
tractor to the Employer. The Employer shall not 
be liable to make any further payment or compen¬ 
sation to the Contractor for or on account of the 
proper use of the plant for the completion of the 
works under the provisions hereinbefore contained 
other than such payment as is included in the 
contract price. After the works shall have been so 
completed by persons other than the Contractor 
under the provisions hereinbefore contained, the 
Employer shall give notice to the Contractor of 
such completion and may require him from time 
to time, before and after such completion, to 
remove his plant and all such materials as aforesaid 
as may not have been used in the completion of the 
works from the site. If such plant and materials 
are not removed within a reasonable time after 
notice shall have been given, the Employer may 
remove and sell the same, holding the proceeds, less 
the cost of the removal and sale, to the credit of the 
Contractor. Any notice to be given to the Con- 
tractor under this clause shall be given by leaving 
J the same at the place of business of the Contractor,

27. —The words “ Prime Cost” or the initials P.C. 
applied in the Specification to goods to be obtained 
and fixed by the Contractor, shall mean, unless 
otherwise stated in the Specification, the sum paid 
to the merchant after deducting all trade discount 
for such goods in the ordinary course of delivery, 
but not deducting discount for cash, and such sum 
shall be exclusive of special carriage, the cost of 
fixing, and Contractor’s profit. 

28. —The provisional sums mentioned in the 
Specification for materials to be supplied or for 
work to be performed by special artists or trades¬ 
men, or for other works or fittings to the building, 
shall be paid and expended at such times and in 
such amounts and to and in favour of such persons 
as the Architect shall direct, and sums so expended 
shall be payable by the Contractor without discount 
or deduction, or (without prejudice to any rights of 
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the Contractor existing under the Contract referred 
to in Clause No. 20) by the Employer to the said 
artists or tradesmen. The value of works which are 
executed by the Contractor in respect of provisional 
sums, or in additional works, shall be ascertained 
as provided by Clause 13. At the settlement of the 
accounts the amount paid by the Contractor to the 
said artists or tradesmen, and the said value of such 
works executed by the Contractor, shall be set 
against all such provisional sums or any sum pro¬ 
vided for additional works, and the balance shall be 
added to or deducted from the contract sum. 

29. —The Contractor shall, unless otherwise stated 
in the Specification, provide and erect all necessary 
scaffolding and plant for the due execution by the 
artists and tradesmen referred to in the preceding 
clause of the work entrusted to them. He shall also 
permit of the execution of work by any other 
artists or tradesmen who may be engaged by the 
Employer. 

30. —The Contractor shall be entitled under the 

certificates to be issued by the Architect to the 
Contractor, and within days of the date of 

each certificate, to payment by the Employer from 
time to time by instalments, when in the opinion of 
the Architect work to the value of £ 

(or less at the reasonable discretion of the Archi¬ 
tect) has been executed in accordance with the 
contract, at the rate of per cent, of the 

value of work so executed in the building, until the 
balance retained in hand amounts to £ (x), 

after which time the instalments shall be up to 
the full value of the work subsequently executed. 
The Contractor shall be entitled, under the 
Certificate to be issued by the Architect, to receive 
£ (y), part of the said sum of £ (x), 

when the works are practically completed, and 
in like manner to payment of the balance within a 
further period of months, or as soon after 

the expiration of such period of months as 

the works shall have been finally completed, and all 
defects made good according to the true intent and 
meaning hereof, whichever shall last happen. The 
Architect shall issue his certificates in accordance 
with this clause. No certificate of the Architect 
shall be considered conclusive evidence as to the 
sufficiency of any work or materials to which it 
relates, nor shall it relieve the Contractor from his 
liability to make good all defects as provided by 
this Agreement. The Contractor when applying 
for a certificate shall, if required, as far as practi¬ 
cable, furnish to the Architect an approximate 
statement of the work executed, based on the 
original estimate. 

31. —Should the Employer not pay the Contractor 

any sum certified by the Architect within the times 
respectively named in Clause 30, the Contractor 
shall give written notice to the Employer of the 
non-payment, and should the Employer not pay any 
such sum within the period of days from the 

date of delivery of such notice at the Employer’s 
address or sent to him there in the ordinary course 
of post by registered letter, or if the Employer shall 
become bankrupt or file any petition for liquidation 
of his affairs, and if his Trustee in Bankruptcy shall 
repudiate this Contract, or if the Trustee shall be 
unable to show within days to the reason¬ 

able satisfaction of the Contractor his ability to 
carry out the Contract, and to make all payments 
due or to become due thereunder, or if the works be 
stopped for months under an order of the 

Architect or any Court of Law, the Contractor shall 
be at liberty to determine the Contract by notice in 
writing to the Architect, and to cover from the 
Employer payment for all work executed and for 
any loss he may sustain upon any plant or material 
supplied or purchased or prepared for the purpose 
of the Contract. In arriving at the amount of such 
payment the rates contained in the Contractor s 
original estimate shall be followed, or, where the 
same may not apply, rates proportionate to the 
prices therein contained. 

32. —Provided always that in case any dispute or 
difference shall arise between the Employer or the 
Architect on his behalf and the Contractor, either 
during the progress of the works or after the 
determination, abandonment, or breach of the 
Contract, as to the construction of the Contract or 
as to any matter or thing arising, thereunder (except 
as to the matters left to the sole discretion of the 
Architect under Clauses 4, 9, and 19, and the 
exercise by him under Clause 18 of the right to 
have any work opened up), or as to the withholding 
hy the Architect of any certificate to which the 


Contractors may claim to be entitled, then either 
party shall forthwith give to the other notice of such 
dispute or difference, and such dispute or difference 
shall be and is hereby referred to the arbitration and 
final decision of or, in the event of 

his death or unwillingness or inability to act, of 
, or, in the event of his death or un¬ 
willingness or inability to act, of a person to be 
appointed on the request of either party by the 
President for the time being of The Royal Institute 
of British Architects, and the award of such 
Arbitrator shall be final and binding on the parties. 
Such reference, except on the question of certificate, 
shall not be opened until after the completion or 
alleged completion of the works, unless with the 
written consent of the Employer or Architect and 
j the Contractor. The Arbitrator shall have power to j 
i open up, review, and revise any certificate, opinion, j 
decision, requisition, or notice, save in regard to 
i the said matters expressly excepted above, and to 
determine all matters in dispute which shall be sub¬ 
mitted to him, and ot which notice shall have been 
given as aforesaid, in the same manner as if no such 
certificate, opinion, decision, requisition, or notice 
had been given. Upon every or any such reference 
the costs of and incidental to the reference and ; 
; award respectively shall be in the, discretion of the ' 
Arbitrator, who may determine the amount thereof, 
or direct the same to be taxed as between solicitor 
and client or as between party and party, and shall 
direct by whom and to whom and in what manner 
the same shall be borne and paid. This submission 
shall be deemed to be a submission to arbitration 
within the meaning of the Arbitration Act 1889.

Every cowshed must be well and sufficiently 
lighted and thoroughly ventilated. 

Space per cow in single stall at least 8 ft. by 4ft. 

Two cows in double ,, ,, 8 ft. by 7 ft. 

Air space per cow at least 600 c. ft. where there is 
perfect ventilation, otherwise 800 c. ft. Height of 
shed exceeding 16 ft. not to be counted. 

Paving with impervious bricks or material set 
j with cement or concrete, with slope towards gully 
1 hole which is to be outside where practicable. 

I Gully to be trapped, and to have a grating with bars 
not more than g of an inch apart. Not exceeding 3 
ft. of the foremost part of stalls may be paved with 
chalk or other similar material. 

Water supply, 12 gallons per cow. Where not 
constant service provide covered tank, bottom of 
tank to be not less than 6 ft above floor level. 

No communication between tank and any water 
closet or drain by means of a waste pipe. 

Water trough constructed of or lined with im¬ 
pervious material to each stall or standing place, 
with a waste pipe or hole in the lowest part. 

Walls, doors, and wood work (except partition 
between cows) to be covered with impervious mat¬ 
erial 5 ft. high, such material not to be covered with 
cement, wash or other substance.

Grain and dung pits to be constructed of or lined 
with impervious material and properly drained, 
such grain and dung pits not to be ^within or com¬ 
municate directly with any cow shed.* 

No water closet, privy, cesspool, or urinal to be 
within, communicating with, or ventilate into a 
cow-shed. 

Upper part of inner surface of walls to be lime- 
washed.

Light and ventilation to be sufficient. 

Paving with flagstones, concrete, or other 
suitable material, set in cement. 

Walls to be covered with hard, smooth, and im¬ 
pervious material to a height of at least 6 ft., and 
such material not to be covered with cement, wash, 
lime, or other substance. Floor to fall towards an 
opening in the walls, leading to a trapped gully 
hole outside. No inlet to drain to be inside. 

Water supply to be adequate ; where not constant 
provide covered tank. Tank to have no communi¬ 
cation with any water closet or drain by means of a 
waste pipe. 

Vessels to be cleansed with steam or scalding water. 

DANGEROUS AND NEGLECTED 
STRUCTURES. 

L.B. ACT, 1894.— Digest. 

On report of District Surveyor Council may shore 
up and protect with hoarding, and serve dangerous 
structure notice on owner or occupier. 

If the owner or occupier fail to comply with 
notice a petty sessional court may issue an order to 
execute the required work within a fixed time. 
Failing compliance with such order the Council may 
take down, or repair, or otherwise secure the 
defective work. 

If the owner of a structure dispute the necessity 
of the requisitions comprised in the notice he may 
by notice in writing to the Council within 7 days 
require the matter to be referred to arbitration. 

At the time of giving such notice to the Council 
he may appoint an independent surveyor to report 
in conjunction with the District Surveyor, within 7 
days of the receipt by the Council of such notice. 
Before the Surveyors enter upon the discussion of the 
question in dispute they shall appoint a third sur¬ 
veyor as arbitrator, or such arbitrator may be 
appointed by a petty sessional court. 

The arbitrator is to make his award within 14 days. 

Notwithstanding such notice, the court may on 
complaint of the Council order the immediate taking 
down or otherwise securing of the structure. 

If owner cannot be found, or if on demand he 
refuse or neglect to pay the expenses, the Council 
after 3 months’ notice, may sell the structure, and 
after paying expenses pay the surplus if any to the 
owner on demand. If sale not sufficient to pay 
expenses, then land may not be built upon until 
balance due has been paid, or Council may recover 
costs in a summary manner. 

A petty sessional court may order the owner of 
any structure, which is ruined, defective, or unfit 
for occupation, or from neglect structurally, pre¬ 
judicial to property or inhabitants of the neighbour¬ 
hood, to take down, repair, or rebuild, or to fence 
in the ground on which it stands within a reasonable 
timo. If the order be not complied with, the 
Council may execute the order. 

The Council in executing the order may remove 
the materials to a convenient place, and if their 
expenses are not paid within I4daysmaysellthe same. 

DANGEROUS BUSINESSES. 

L.B. ACT, 1894.— Digest. 

No person may carry on a dangerous business 
in any building, or vault, or in the open air, at a 
less distance than 40 ft. from any public way, or than 
50 ft. from any other building, or any vacant ground 
belonging to any other person than his landlord. 

Dangerous businesses comprise manufacture of 
matches, or other substances liable to sudden ex¬ 
plosion, inflammation or ignition, or of turpentine, 
naphtha, varnish, tar, resin, Brunswick black, or 
any other manufactures dangerous on account of the 
liability ot the materials to sudden fire or explosion. 

No person may erect a dwelling house nearer 
than 50 ft. to a building used for any dangerous busi¬ 
ness, provided that a building erected before 1844 
within 50 ft. from any building, for the time being 
used for any such noxious business, it may be rebuilt.*

ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING. 

Terms of Measurement. 

Volt = electrical unit of pressure. A Daniell 
Cell gives 1 volt. A Leclanche Cell, 1.5 volts, 
Pressure used for bell currents from 3 to 10 volts, 
for incandescent lamps 50 to 250 volts. Those in 
common use, range from 50 to no. 

Ohm = unit of resistance to flow of electric 
current. Copper gives about J the resistance of 
iron. 

Megohm = one million ohms. 

Ampere = a current which deposits one grain of 
silver per minute. 

Ampere = electrical unit of current. The strength 
of current is found by dividing the volts (electrical 
pressure) by the ohms (electrical resistance). Thus, 
100 volts T-10 ohms= 10 amperes. 

Watt = electrical unit of power. To find the 
power in watts, multiply electrical pressure in 
volts by the current in amperes. Thus, 10 
amperes x 100 volts = 1000 watts. 

Kilowatt = 1000 watts. A kilowatt is called a 
unit, and the capacity of a dynamo is described 
as so many kilowatts or “ units.” 

Electrical horse power = 746 watts. Board of 
Trade unit —the work of 1000 watts or one 
kilowatt in one hour. 

A direct current is one flowing continuously in 
one direction. 

An intermittent current is one which flows and 
stops frequently. 

An alternating Current is one which flows in 
reverse directions. 

Electric circuits = conductors along which an 
electric current flows. 

A close circuit = a continuous or unbroken 
! circuit. 
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Electrical Engineering— continued. 

An open circuit = a broken circuit when flow 
ceases. 

A “ cut out ” or fuse should be used in electric 
light installations to avoid danger from accidental 
heating. They are commonly made of bare tin 
wire of diameter sufficient to stand the normal 
current. 

Bells. 

Leclanche cells are suitable for ordinary bell 
work, where the current is required at intervals. 
They are charged with saturated solution of Sal- 
ammoniac. 2\ ozs. of Salammoniac to I pint of 
water. Batteries should be about 3 full and 
should stand in a cool place.

Floors over FURNACES and 
within 18 ins. of crown of ovens shall be of fire- 
resisting materials. 


Lighting. 

Electric light lamps are of two kinds, the Arc 
and Incandescent. Arc lamps require a pressure 
of 45 to 50 volts, and each 1000 nominal candle 
power requires 5 amperes. 

There are three methods of connecting Arc 
lamps, the “ Series,” the “ Multiple Series,” and 
the “ Parallel.” The “ Series ” and the “Mul¬ 
tiple ” are most generally used. When in “ series ” 
the voltage required depends on the number of 
lamps, with an addition for the number of volts 
lost in the conductor, and the dynamo must be 
for the total voltage. 

Arc lamps require globes for protection from 
sparks, &c. The obstruction to light from such 
globes varies from 10 to 60 per cent. 

Incandescent Lamps. 

Incandescent lamps require 30 watts per 8 
candle power, 60 watts for 16 candle power lamps, 
and so on. The illuminating power of the lamps 
depends on the height of apartment, and reflecting 
surfaces of walls and ceilings. Allow from one to 
three 16 candle power lamps for every 100 feet 
super of floor space. 

Incandescent lamps are usually worked on the 
parallel system, by which each lamp can be 
turned on and off separately. 

Lamps are made for a pressure of from 50 to 
250 volts, and must correspond in voltage with 
t..e pressure on the mains. 

The voltages usual for small areas is 100 or no, 
for larger areas 200 or 220. Cables and wires 
should be large enough to convey the currents 
without over-heating. Not less than toW part 
of a square inch of sectional area should be 
allowed per 1 ampere.

IRON. 

Tests of Quality. 

Tests for Cast Iron.—The surface of a casting 
should be smooth and even, the edges clean and 
perfect. A new fracture should present a fine¬ 
grained texture, have bright metallic lustre, and 
be of a uniform blue-grey colour. Should be 
free from air bubbles, scoriae, flaws, and other 
defects. Flaws and air bubbles at times get filled

in with sand, or are purposely stopped in. These 
defects may be detected by a dulness of sound on 
the metal being struck. The edges of a casting 
struck with a light hammer should receive a slight 
impression indicating that it is tough. If it frac¬ 
ture, the metal is hard and brittle. Test bars of 
the same metal as castings are sometimes run for 
the purpose of testing. 

Tests for Wrought Iron .—Subject it to sudden 
blows by a falling weight to test its toughness. 
To tensile strain to test its ductibility, it should 
stretch before fracture. Soak a bar of iron for a 
few days in very weak muriatic or nitric acid, 
which will render its fibrous structure visible, and 
in best iron its fibres will appear fine, straight, 
and lie regularly side by side ; in inferior iron the 
fibres will be coarser and not so regular in 
arrangement. 

Tests for Steel are the same as for wrought iron. 
Preservation of Iron. 

Galvanizing consists of a thin coating of zinc, 
applied by steeping the heated iron in chloride of 
zinc to act as a flux, and then dipping it into 
molten zinc.

LIGHTNING CONDUCTORS. 

Copper conductors best. Conductivity of iron 
only | that of copper. 

Copper conductors are made in the form of 
rods, tubes, ropes, and tapes. 

Copper conductors should weigh not less than 
6 ozs. per foot run and have not more than 10 
per cent, of alloy, and iron should weigh not less 
than 21 lbs. per foot. 

^ Conductors should protect an area equal to a 
circle whose radius corresponds with the height 
of the conductor from the ground. 

Conductors-should be fixed on side exposed to 
rainy quarter and terminate in wet ground if 
possible. Should be connected with external 
ironwork and any great masses of metal, whether 
inside or outside of buildings, and be kept clear 
of gas tubing and electric wires, and of all soft 
pipes. Bells in spires which are adequately pro¬ 
tected need not be connected. 

Sharp bends should be avoided, connections, 
&c., should allow for expansion and contraction of 
metal. There should be few joins and such should 
be perfect, either screwed or sarfed and rivetted 
together and soldered. 

Earth connection in permanently wet soil in 
well, attached to water main (not lead) and sol¬ 
dered to it, or attached to plate of copper 3 feet 
X 3 feet X A inch buried in a trench filled with 
ashes or powdered charcoal. 

The lower part of conductor for a height of say 
10 feet should be protected by encasing in an iron 
pipe fixed to wall.

LIMES, CEMENTS, AND PLASTERS 

For proportions to use see 

“Concrete,” “Mortars and Cements,” 
and “Plastering.” 

There is no precise line between hydraulic limes 
and cements, the latter containing a larger pro¬ 
portion of clay than limes. 

Grey Chalk or Stone Lime, feebly hydraulic, 
is the lime generally used in mortar. 

Blue Lias, hydraulic, is superior, and makes 
stronger work. » 

Selinitic Cement is prepared from Blue 
Lias. 

Roman Cement is quick setting but weak, 
rapidly reduced in strength by the addition of 
sand and quickly becomes inert unless kept close 
and dry. If used in concrete the face sets hard 
and the interi or remains soft for a long time. 
Strength 90 lbs. per sq. inch. After 7 days’ immer¬ 
sion should not weigh more than 60 lbs. per c. foot. 

Portland Cement is strongest. It varies 
from 80 lbs. (slow setting) to 130 lbs. (quick 
setting) to the striked bushel, no to 120 lbs. 
nost serviceable for building purposes. 

Fineness, weight, and slow setting indicate 
good qualities. 

When passed through a fine sieve with 2,500 
perforations per square inch, should not reject 
more than 15 per cent., and be capable of a ten¬ 
sile strain of 350 lbs. per square inch after 7' day’s 
immersion. 

Gypsum is hydrated sulphate of lime, and is 
the basis of most plasters. 

Plaster of Paris is gypsum gently calcined 
until nearly the whole of the moisture is driven 
off. 

Keen’s Cement is Plaster of Paris soaked in 
a solution of alum and recalcined. 

Parian Cement is gypsum calcined and 
powdered and mixed with a solution of borax, re- 
caicined. Ground and mixed with a solution ol 
alum. There are two qualities of this cement— 
the “ Superfine ” and the “ Coarse.” 

Martin’s Cement is similar to Parian except 
that carbonate of potash is substituted for borax 
and hydrochloric acid is sometimes added. There 
are three qualities of this cement—“superfine,” 

“ fine,” and “ coarse.” 

Barrow Hydraulic Plaster is non-absor¬ 
bent, and requires fewer coats of paint than 
ordinary plaster ; being hydraulic is suitable tor 
damp situations: there is also an absence of blow¬ 
ing.

If a copy of an order and plan be required, there 
will be a further fee of not less than is. 6d. 

A more extended plan may be obtained for a. 
larger payment.

MUSICAL REQUIREMENTS IN 
CHURCHES. 

From the Report of a Committee appointed by 
the R.I.B.A. and the College of Organists : 

The space allowed for the modern organ is often 
insufficient. 

On musical grounds the old position at the west 
end for both organ and choir is, in general, the best. 

. Although for ritual purposes (following the ancient 
English Cathedral and Collegiate arrangements) a 
vested choir is placed in the chancel, yet where there 
is a chancel arch, central lantern, or transepts, the 
sound becomes intercepted instead of passing into 
the body of the Church; moreover, where the 
chancel is narrow, antiphonal singing cannot 
produce its proper effects. 

When the placing of ‘the choir in the chancel 
(according to recent custom) has involved the 
removal of the organ also, it has usually resulted in 
cramping the organ within some confined space, or 
‘‘ chamber,” by which the tone has been damaged, 
and its beautiful qualities and real efficiency impaired. 

The arrangement alluded to above is not the most 
advantageous for the support and encouragement of 
congregational singing. 

These defects are more or less the result of 
adapting new customs and requirements to old 
buildings, and are not always to be avoided. 

AS TO NEW CHURCHES. 

The musical requirements of a large to vn church 
is taken as a basis; these requirements would 
necessarily be modified for small town or country 
churches 

There would appear to be but five positions in 
which the choir can be conveniently placed in a 
c hurch : 

(1) At the west end of the nave. 

It is commonly admitted by musicians that the 
most effective position for the organ, is at the west 
end ; but this position is not always advisable, if the 
choir be retained in the chancel. 

(2) In galleries facing each other in the nave. 

The advantages claimed for seating the choir in 

galleries (similar'to the ancient “ minstrel galleries ) 
on the north and south sides of the nave are as 
follows : (a) the better support of congregational 
singing; and ( b ) the opportunities afforded fo* 
antiphonal effects.* 

(3) Immediately outside the chancel screen. 

(4) In the chancel aisles. 

(5) In the chancel. 

With regard to these latter positions, it is advis¬ 
able, in planning a new building, in order to obtain 
the openness and space requisite for the sound to 
reach all parts of the building, that a “chancel 
arch ” should be avoided, and the choir thus placed 
under the same roof as the congregation. This will 
enable the clergy as well as the choir to be properly 
heard. 

In churches exceeding 150 feet in internal length 
the plan of placing the main choir at the west end, 
and a “ritual choir ” in the chancel, may be adopted. 

AS TO EXISTING MODERN AND ANCIENT 
CHURCHES. 

In dealing with existing churches, whether 
ancient or modern, the principles set forth in the 
Recommendations ” should, as far as possible, be 
observed ; but each case should be individually con- 


Musical Requirements etc —continued. 

sidered. In those places (for example) where there 
remain a western organ and gallery of interest, at 
a distance of not more than fifty feet from the choir 
seats in the chancel—it is desirable that such should 
be retained m situ and used ; and where the distance 
is more than fifty feet, a small additional eastern 
organ to support the choir is recommended. 

1 In 1J b « ildin g' s lacking adequate height, a position 
should be chosen for the organ which will give the 
best available space for sound to develop itself above 
the pipes and to pass into the nave. 

I lie Committee have carefully considered and 
have drawn up the principles of the subject before 
them, and have formulated the following “Recom¬ 
mendations,” which have been agreed to by every 
member.

: subject to special conditions. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

No. 1. That the organ and the choir be so placed 
in the church that they may most effectually assist in 
the services. 

No. 2. That it is essential to acoustic success that 
in the erection of new churches ample height should 
be provided for. 

No. 3. That in arranging any position for the 
organ, ample space should be allowed as regards 
area, “ speaking-rocm/’ and height. 

No. 4. That no “open-flue” pipe should have 
less than its own speaking length (the speaking 
length of an “ open-fiue ” pipe is the length from the 
slit or mouth above the conical foot up to the top of 
the pipe) above it. 

No. 5. That the organ should be concentrated, 
and not divided into two or more parts at a distance 
(excepting to place the choir organ in advance of the 
main instrument in the architectural design of the , 
case). 

No. 6. That the ground space to be provided for 
an organ, exclusive of engines employed as blowing 
apparatus, should not be less than 600 superficial feet 
for an organ of 60 stops, of 310 superficial feet for an 
organ of 40 stops, and of 180 superficial feet for an 
organ of 20 stops. 

No. 7. That the organ should never be placed in a 
“ chamber,” but that the best position for an organ 
is that which has a sufficiency of open space above it 
and on three sides, and a solid unpierced wall at the 
back. 

No. 8. That the term “ Organ place ” be adopted, 
because it is more comprehensive (including gallery, 
&c.), and because the term “Organ chamber ” is 
misleading, inasmuch as a chamber (or enclosed 
place) lias been determined to be not suitable for an 
organ. 

No. 9. That the internal surface of the roof above 
the organ should not be of wood, but of stone, 
plaster, or other non-absorbent material. 

No. 10. That in order to avoid noise and economise 
space, the organ “ feeders ” should be placed at some 
convenient distance from the organ, and outside the 
main body of the building. 

No. 11. That the air supplied to the “feeders” 
must be derived directly from the church itself, in 
order to obtain the same temperature. 

No. 12. That the organ should be placed at a 
short distance from the choir, and that the best 
distance is about twenty feet. 

No. 13. That the organ should never be placed 
between the choir and congregation. 

No. 14. That the sound of the organ should not 
have to pass over one-half of the choir to reach the 
other. 

No. 15. That when possible the organ should be 
equidistant from both halves of the choir. 

No. 16. That the choir be placed on raised floors, 
or in low, projecting galleries architecturally treated.’ 

No. 17. That the height of the platform, steps, 01- 
gallery on which the choir is placed should be 
regulated by the length of the church. 

No. 18. That provision should be made for* the 
accommodation of large bodies of voices for special 
occasions to be seated in due musical relation to the 
choir and organ. 

No. 19. That it is desirable in churches of adequate 
size that provision should be made for an orchestra 
on special occasion s. 

No. 20. d hat the orchestra should be in the organ 
gallery, in front of the organ, or in some similar and 
approximate position. 

I he Committee, in framing the foregoing “ Recom¬ 
mendations ” for the guidance of those about to erect 
wide churches, have made them as general and as 
wide as possible, that the same principles may be 
followed in the erection of small churches or altera¬ 
tions of ancient ones.

No person may carry on a noxious business in any 
building or vault, or in the open air at a less distance 
than 40 feet from any public way, or 50 feet from any 
dwelling-house. 

Noxious businesses comprise the business of blood - 
boiler or bone-boiler, or any like business, but not the 
soap-boiler, tallow-melter, knacker, fellmonger, 
tripe-boiler, and slaughterer of cattle or horses. 

Provisions of Act do not apply to public gas works 
or any premises used for distillation or the rectifi¬ 
cation of spirits under the survey of the Com¬ 
missioners of Inland Revenue or their officers. 

No person may erect a dwelling-house nearer than 
50 feet to a building used for any noxious business, 
provided that a building erected before 1844, within 
50 feet from any building for the time being used,for 
any such noxious business, it may be rebuilt. 

OPEN SPACES. 

L.B. ACT, 1894.— Digest . 

Height in relation to space. —Draw a 
horizontal line at level of pavement in centre of 
building, extend such line to intersect rear boundary 
of the open space. Draw a line from the point of 
intersection inclining towards the building, at an 
angle of 63^ degrees. The building to be confined 
within such line, except chimney stacks, dormers, 
turrets, or architectural ornaments, to an extent not 
exceeding & of total width of the rear elevation. 

Where the site of the building inclines towards the 
roadway, the horizontal line is to be drawn at the 
level of the ground at the open space at rear. 

When the level of the pavement varies, the mean 
level to be taken. Where boundary at rear is not 
parallel to rear of building, the mean distance to be 
taken for the purpose of this calculation. 

Where street or open space dedicated to the public, 
or permanently secured, exists at the rear of a 
building, then diagonal line to be drawn from centre 
of the street or further boundary of such open space, 
and not necessary to provide any open space at rear 
of building. 

The council or tribunal of appeal may allow any 
part of a domestic building to extend above the 
diagonal line if satisfied that an open cubic space will 
be provided at rear equivalent to the space which 
would have been provided if the diagonal line had 
been drawn from the ground level. 

CORNER Sites. —In case of building abutting on 
two streets or one side an open space, permanently 
secured, the Council may permit the erection of 
buildings 30 ft. high on part of space in rear. 
Refusal may be appealed against. Return front may 
be carried up full height of front elevation for distance 
of 40 feet or less as requirement for open space at 
rear may demand. 

In exceptional cases, owing to irregular shape of 
ground, Council may modify provisions of Act. 

New Domestic Buildings in Streets 

FORMED BEFORE 1894.—Horizontal line may be 
drawn 16 ft. above pavement level, and except in 
dwellings for the working class, the open space of 
150 sq. ft. may be provided above the level of the 
ceiling of the ground storey, or above 16 ft. (exclusive 
of lantern lights) from pavement level. 

HABITABLE BASEMENTS in streets laid out prior 
to 1894, to have 100 sq. ft. exclusively belonging 
thereto, clear of any erection. 

DOMESTIC BUILDINGS in new streets to have 
150 sq. ft. at rear, exclusively belonging thereto. 
Where basement is sufficiently lighted with 100 sq. ft., 
or where there is no basement, and the ground storey 
is not constructed or adapted to be inhabited, the 
open space may be provided above the ground floor 
ceiling level, or 16 ft. exclusive of lantern lights, 
measured from pavement. 

In all other cases space must be clear, except that 
water closet, privv, or ash-bin allowed for a height 
not exceeding nine feet. 

Open space to extend to entire width of building 
by at least 10 ft. throughout. 

OPEN COURTS to domestic buildings, where depth 
from eaves or parapet to ceiling of ground storey 
exceeds length or breadth of court, adequate pro¬ 
vision for ventilation must be made and maintained 
by means of a communication between lower end ol 
court and the open air. 

Habitable rooms lighting solely into 
COURTS not allowed unless width of court from 
window to opposite wall equals half the height from 
window sill to eaves or parapet of opposite wall. 

A court whose length is not more than twice its 
breadth is held to comply with this provision if a 
square court of the same area would do so. 


Open Spaces — continued. 

Habitable rooms above level of ground storey 
not allowed to LIGHT SOLELY INTO COURT i 
depth of court measured from one side is more thai 
twice the width, unless windows be distant fron 
opposite wall half the height of wall from the level oi 
window sill. 

DWELLING Houses on site occupied bydomestu 
buildings EXISTING AT COMMENCEMENT OF AC'J 
or at anytime seven years previous. Prepare plan.' 
showing extent of old buildings, and obtain district 
surveyor’s certificate of accuracy. The dwelling- 
house can then be rebuilt to the extent of old buildings. 
Council may sanction deviation from certified plan. 

New Streets on Cleared Area.—Oi 
application, with required plans and sections, Counci , 
has power to modify or relax any provisions relating 
to open spaces and height of buildings, sanction o- 
refusal of sanction, with reasons, to be given withii 
two months. 

Working class dwellings erected ba 
Local Authority previous to Act may be rebuil 
on old site to old dimensions. 

Working Class Dwellings not Abut¬ 
ting ON A Street. — Plan showing extent am 
height of dwelling, and position in relation t< 
adjacent property existing or in course of erection, 
to be delivered one month before commencing. 
Council may refuse sanction if satisfied that the spac< 
for light and air is not sufficient, or may makt 
conditions. Sanctions cannot be refused if spact 
provided is equivalent to that required under the 
L. B. Act, 1894, for dwelling-houses erected after 
commencement of Act, and abutting on street formed 
prior to Act. 

Domestic buildings with rear stables 

abutting upon mews, deemed to be one domestic 
building with rear abutting upon a street, whether in 
one occupation or not, if the stable be limited to 
50 ft., measured from mews frontage, and height to 
25 ft. from level of mews ; and if open space required 
to domestic building be provided between domestic 
building and the stable. 

PAINTING. 

Paint is usually composed of white lead, 
linseed oil, driers (litharge), a little turpentine, 
and the colouring pigment, the amount of white 
lead being reduced in proportion to the amoum 
of colouring pigment added. 

For dark colours, boiled oil should be used, 
especially tor outside work. 

Knotting should be with patent knotting 01 
with red lead and glue, in equal proportions 
applied hot, or knots may be cut out and stopped 
with putty or hard Japan stopping, the latter for 
outside work. 

The Priming Coat should be composed of 
white lead, 10 lbs. ; red lead, 2 ozs. ; driers. 

2 ozs. ; raw linseed oil, 4 pints. 

After the priming coat, holes and cracks should 
be stopped, and work rubbed down with pumice 
stone and sandpaper. 

Following Coats, omit red lead, add ij to 
2 pints turpentine instead of an equal quantity of 
oil, and substitute colouring pigment in propor¬ 
tion required for equal proportion of white lead. 

Flatting Coat, use turpentine instead of 
oil. 

Bastard Flatting, add a little size to tur¬ 
pentine, to render paint more washable. 

Outside Paint, exposed to sun, should have 
little or no turpentine. 

Paint Exposed to Chemical Fumes should 
have zinc white instead of white lead. 

Clearcole is white lead, water and size, used 
on old work where stained and greasy. 

Distemper is made of 112 lbs. whiting, 281 bs. 
dry white lead, and 7 lbs. of glue, mixed with 
boiling water. 

Oxide of Iron paint should be used on iron 
work, the rust being first carefully scraped off. 
Cast iron should be painted one coat immediately 
after casting. . Wrot. iron should have all scales 
and film of oxide carefully removed. 

Sanding is throwing fine sand on to wet p^int 
to imitate a stone surface. 


Painting.— continued. 

Paint for Zinc is composed of 1 part 
chloride of copper, I part nitrate ot copper, ^ 
part sal ammoniac, in 60 parts of water, and add? 

1 part hydrochloric acid. P*dnt and leave for 24 
hours before applying oil. 

Paint on Plaster Walls. Walls should 
be thoroughly dry. Water should not be used 
for cleaning down old work for painting unless 
absolutely necessary. Plaster may be primed 
with glue size, or. with 2 or 3 coats of boiled lin¬ 
seed oil, tinged with red lead; applied warm and 
then sized. 

Gilding with English gold leaf, prepare with 
water size for mat gilding ; oil gold size for dead 
gilding, burnished gold size for burnished gilding. 
Single gilding, 1 layer of gold leaf; double 
gilding, 2 layers. Burnished gilding should be 
sized after burnishing. 

Varnishes. White enamel, coburg, and' 
French oil varnish on white. Copal or coburg 

varnish for general work. # 

Japanning is varnish mixed with ordinary 

^To Remove old Paint, apply 1 lb. soda and 
X lb. of quicklime, mixed to the consistency of 
cream, and leave for one hour, when the old 

paint will wash off. . 

To Remoye old Putty, paint with nitric 
acid or hydrochloric acid. In about an hour id 
will be soft enough to remove. 

Surface Paint will cover 
1 lb. of paint will cover about 4i yards first 
coat, and 6J yards after. 

I lb. of oxide of iron paint will cover 8 to 12 
yards on iron. 

I gallon of tar and 1 lb. of pitch will cover 12 
yards first coat, and 16 to 17 yards after. 

1 pint of oil varnish will cover 8 to 9 yards.

Drainage. —A Block Plan only required, shewing 
clearly all the points of drainage, bath, w.c.’s, sinks, &c. 

O bservations. — 1 1 will be necessary for the Incum¬ 
bent to obtain the Bishop’s and Patron’s signatures to 
the Plans, in approval thereof, before they are forwarded 
to the Bounty Office. 

In cases where the Ecclesiastical Commissioners have 
augmented the Income of the Benefice, or contribute to¬ 
wards the. object for which a Loan is sought, the Plans, 
before being sent to this Office, should be approved by 
them, or be true copies (certified as such by the Archi¬ 
tect) of those approved.

Quantities.— In all cases of any new buildings, the 
Governors require to be furnished with detailed quanti¬ 
ties of the various kinds of works, which are to be certi¬ 
fied copies of those supplied to the Contractor for his 
Estimate. Each item is to be priced and monied out in 1 
ink , and the total amount to form Estimate of works. 

No provisional sums whatever, except for grates and 
chimney pieces, to be included in Estimate. 

The Specification to contain full details, and to have 
marginal references, and to be written on foolscap paper. 

Drains. - Especial care to be taken in the trapping j 
and ventilation of all drains. Tested glazed stoneware 
pipes to be used for drains. Waste drains from rain¬ 
water tanks not to be connected with any foul water or 
soil drain. All drain p : pes to be jointed in cement. In¬ 
specting and disconnection chambers to be provided. 

Damp Course. —ln all new walls, including boundary j 
walls, a damp course of two courses of slates, set in j 
cement, asphalte, or some other approved impervious 
material, not fibrous, must be inserted above the ground¬ 
line through the entire thickness of the solid walls. In 
hollow walls the bottom of the cavity must be at least 
three inches below the damp course, which must not en¬ 
croach upon the cavity. 

Ventilation. —Air gratings to be provided for venti¬ 
lation under floors, to be so placed as to ensure a con¬ 
st int current of fresh air. Sleeper walls to be so built 
a> to allow a through current of fresh air. 

Walls. —External walls to be of brick or stone, but 
without any coating of cement or rough cast, except in 
the case of matching existing work ; if of brick, to be 
not less than fourteen inches thick ; if of stone rubble, 
to be not less than twenty inches; internal main walls, 
bricks, nine inches ; for Stables, small Farm Buildings, 
brick walls to be not less than nine inches. External 
walls of Labourers’ Dwellings to be at least nine inches 
thick, both on ground and first floors. Stone, rubble or 
random course, of proportionate thickness; all four-and- 
a-half inch walls to be in cement. If desired, good con¬ 
crete blocks will be sanctioned. All external walls must 
be well tied by internal walls. The bottom course of 
footings to all walls to be at least twice the thickness of 
the wall. 

Hollow Walls.— In exposed situations, all external 
walls must be built with a hollow cavity, with proper 
bond, and a proportionate increase of thickness to that 
stated in the previous paragraph. 

Boundary Walls. —Boundary walling, whether of 
stone or brick, should be at least nine inches thick, with 
suitable coping laid in cement, and with piers at frequent 
intervals, iron or wood fencing may be used on brick 
or stone dwarf walling with piers. 

Fireplaces. -To have arched chimney breasts on 
wrought iron bars, and proper trimmer arches for sup¬ 
port of stone hearth. Chimney stacks above roof to be 
built in cement.

When the length of bearing exceeds eight feet, the 
ioists must be strutted by one row, and when it exceeds 
twelve feet, by two rows of struts. Joists to be not more 
than 12 inches apart. 

Half-Timbered Work. —If provided must be of oak, 
and backed by brickwork nine inches thick. 

Timber. —Baltic timber, either Memel, _ Riga, or 
Dantzic; or oak ; to be used in the roofs, joists, and 
partitions, and all other constructive parts of the house, 
and no joists, rafters, or quarters to exceed one foot 
apart in the clear. Particular care should be taken that 
ouly well-seasoned wood is used. 

Roofs.— As the construction of the roofs will depend 
upon the design of the house, no table of scantlings is 
given, but the timbers must be strong, and of a substance 
proportionate to the foregoing table. Means of access 
to the interior of roofs to be in all cases provided, also 
dormers for exterior. , r w . 

No other than Copper nails to be described tor slating. 

Stairs.— Basement stairs to be of stone, slate, or suit- 

^Lead.—R oof gutters to be 7-lbs. lead. Cisterns, when 
not of stone or slate, or galvanized iron, to be lined with 
ead the sides to be of 6-lbs., and the bottom 8-lbs. to 


the foot superficial, at least. Where hollow walls are 
provided the window and door heads must be covered 
with lead or other weatherproof material. Flashings to 
be of 5-lbs. lead. Zinc will not be allowed. 

Painting —All wood and ironwork to have four coats 
of paint throughout; the last two coats inside, and the 
papering, to be deferred until the new buildings shall 
have become seasoned. 

Fittings.— To include one water closet in the house, 
drains, cesspools, well, tank cisterns, pumps, pipes, gas 
piping, but not fittings, and everything necessary for 
supplying the house with water; also chimney pieces, 
stoves, grates, twenty-gallon copper, sink, kitchen 
dresser, fittings in pantry and wine cellar, bells, but not 
articles accounted tenant’s fixtures. The cisterns are 
to be so placed as to be easy of access, and their position 
is to be shown on the plans. The pipes and cisterns are 
to be protected from the frost by being covered with 
thick felt where exposed. 

The following items are not insisted on by the 
Governors, but are very strongly recommended : — 

Roof.—T o cover the rafters with boarding and felt. 

Concrete. —To put a layer of concrete underneath all 
the rooms on the ground floor. 

Pointing. —To point all external walls with a neat 
weather joint in Portland cement. 

Conservatories. —The Cost of any Glass-houses 
either attached or detached) must not be included in 
Estimate. 

Porches. —Porches wholly of wood will not be ap¬ 
proved by the Governors. 

Note. — 1 'he works must not be conimenced until the 
•tecessarv formal document of consent to the loan has 
h>en duly executed, otherwise the Incumbent will lose 
his statutoiy power to charge the revenues of the Benefice. 

PARTITIONS. 

Wooden Partitions are formed of heads, 
sills, posts, struts and quarterings, and are con¬ 
structed to throw the weight upon the walls 
instead of on the floor. Partitions having a great 
span are best framed in a similar manner to a 
king or queen post roof. 

The Scanti 1 ngs are usually—Head Sill and 
Post 4" X 3", or 4^' x 4" ; Braces, 4" or 4 $' X 
3" ; Quarters, 4" or 4J" by 2". If it be a brick 
nog partition, nogging pieces should be 4" or 4J" 
X f", spaced 3 feet apart, and the quarters 
should be 2’ 3" or 3' apart. 

Framed Partitions for a wide span should 
have scantlings equal to a king or queen post 
1 oof of equal bearing, and the heads and sills not 
less than 9" deep. 

PARTY STRUCTURES. 

L.B. ACT, 1894.— Digest. 

BUILDING OWNER desirous of building- a party 
wall must give notice to ADJOINING OWNER 
describing the proposed wall. 

With consent of adjoining owner, a party wall may 
be built half on land of each or as agreed. Expense 
to be shared in proportion to the use which may be 
made of the wall by the respective owners. 

if consent be not given, then after on© month’s 
notice an external wall may be built on owner’s land 
with footings and concrete on adjoining owner’s land, 
making compensation for any damage. 

District surveyor has power to allow footing to be 
omitted when an external wall is built against 
another wall. 

RIGHTS OF BUILDING OWNER, subject to making 
good damage. 

To make good, undei-pin, or repair party wall. 

To pull down and rebuild, if necessary or desirable. 

To pull down any partition not conformable with 
act, and to build a party wall. 

In buildings with rooms or stories the property of 
different owners, a right to pull down such not in 
conformity with act and to rebuild. 

In buildings, connected by arches, or communications 
over public ways or passages belonging to other 
persons, a right to pull down and rebuild. 

To raise and underpin party structure or external 
wall against such party structure, on condition of 
carrying up to the requisite height all flues and 
chimney stacks against such party external wall. 
To pull down any party structure of insufficient 
strength for new building. 

To cut into party structure, to cut away footing or 
chimney breast, jambs, or flues or other projections 
from party or external wall in order to erect an 
external wall. 

To raise a party fence wall, or pull down and 
rebuild. 

NOTE. —The above rights are subject to the quali¬ 
fication that any building erected -previous to the 
1894 act is deemed to conform therewith if con¬ 
formable with p 7 ‘ovisions of previous acts. 
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Party Structures — continued. 

Rights of adjoining owners.—W here 
-owner proposes to exercise any of his rights, 
adjoining owner may by notice given within one 
month of receiving notice require building owner to 
build chimneys, coping, jambs, breasts, or flues or such 
piers or recesses or other like works as may fairly be 
required for his convenience and specified in notice, 
and if necessary accompanied by plans and drawings, 
and building owner must comply unless required work 
will be injurious to him or cause unnecessary delay. 

Building owner cannot without consent in writing 
of adjoining owner and occupiers exercise his rights 
until after one month’s notice in the case of party 
fence walls, or two months’ in the case of party walls 
or party structures stating the nature and particulars 
of the proposed work and the time at which the work 
is proposed to be commenced. 

Building owner must at his own expense erect any 
hoarding, shoring, or temporary construction for the 
protection of the adjoining owners, and must not 
cause any unnecessary inconvenience to adjoining 
occupiers. Work must be begun within six months 
after notice and be prosecuted with diligence. 

DIFFERENCES. —If either owner do not within 
14 days of notice express consent, then he shall be 
considered as dissenting therefrom, and a difference be 
deemed to have arisen. 

In case of difference not specially provided for by 
act, unless both parties concur in the appointment 
of one surveyor, each is to appoint a surveyor, and 
the two surveyors to appoint a third surveyor, and 
the three surveyors or any two of them to settle any 
matter arising from time to time during the con¬ 
tinuance of any work to which the notice relates. 
Any award given to be conclusive and not questioned 
in any court except that either party may appeal to 
the county court within 14 days from date of delivery 
of the award, and the county court may, subject to 
conditions, rescind or modify it as it thinks just. 

If either party make default in appointing a 
surveyor for 10 days after notice to make such 
appointment, the party giving notice may make the 
appointment in the place of the party making default. 

Costs to be paid as surveyor or surveyors deter¬ 
mine. 

If appelant from award, on appearing before the 
county court iudge, can prove that liability would 
exceed £50 if decided against him, and fie gives 
security to prosecute his appeals, the action may be 
brought in the High Court. 

If two surveyors refuse, or for seven days after 
request of either party neglect to select a third 
surveyor, a secretary of state may on the application 
of either party make the appointment. 

< When each party has appointed a surveyor and 
either surveyor refuse or for 7 days neglect to act, the 
other surveyor may proceed ex parte. 

POWER to ENTER PREMISES. The building owner, 
his servants, agents, and workmen at all usual times 
of working may enter any premises for the purpose 
of executing work under the act, and if the premises 
are closed they may in company of a constable or 
other officer of the peace make a forcible entry. 
Penalty for obstructing such entry -£io. 

Before entry the building owner must (except in 
emergency) give 14 days’ notice to owner and 
occupier, and in cases of emergency such notice as 
is reasonably practicable. 

Building within 10 feet of adjoining 

BUILDING ANI) AT LOWER LEVEL than foundations, 
owner may be required to underpin or otherwise 
strengthen foundations. 

Building owner must give 2 months’ notice to 
adjoining owner of intention to build, and whether 
he proposes to underpin &c., and such notice must be 
accompanied by plans and sections. 

Adjoining owner may within 14 days serve a 
counter notice disputing necessity or requiring 
underpinning, See., and a difference is then deemed 
to have arisen. 

Building. owner liable to compensate adjoining 
owner for inconvenience, loss, or damage resulting 
from exercise of these powers. 

Adjoining owner may require building owner to 
give security for payment of expenses, costs, and 
compensation. 

Building owner may require adjoining owner to 
give security for payment of expenses, costs, and 
compensation, before beginning work requisitioned 
by the adjoining owner, and in his failing to give 


Party Structures— continued. 

securitv within one month after sen-ice of requisition 
he shall be deemed to have waived his requirements, 
and building owner may proceed as if no requisition 
had been served on him by the adjoining owner. 

EXPENSES of repair underpinning, and if necessary 
pulling down and rebuilding of party structures when 
defective or not in conformity with the act are borne 
jointly by building owner and adjoining owner, regard 
being had to the use each owner makes or may make 
respectively of such party structure. 

The building owner is to deliver within one month 
of completion an account in writing of the particulars 
and expense of work to be borne in part or in whole 
by the adjoining owner, specifying any deduction in 
respect of old materials, or in other respects, and 
valued at market prices. -i - 

Adjoining owner may declare his dissatisfaction 
within one month of receiving the account, specifying 
his objection, and a difference is then deemed to 
arise, to be determined as provided for by act. 

(See Sec. 91).—Adjoining owner failing to declare 
dissatisfaction within one month, is deemed to have 
accepted account, which may be recovered. Until 
adjoining owner contributes to expense of building 
any party structure, the building owner stands 
possessed of sole property in the structure. 

Arches and floors over public ways, or 
passages through or under a building to premises in 
other occupation to be of incombustible materials. 
If arch be of brick or stone then least thickness to be 
8§ inches with rise of 1 inch for each foot or part of 
a foot of span. If other materials than brick or 
stone be used the construction to be subject to 
approval of district surveyor. 

Every arch or other construction under any 
passage leading to premises in other occupation or 
under public way to be of incombustible materials. 
If of brick or stone, then 8^ inches thick, if span not 
more than 10 ft.; 13 in. thick if span not more than 
15 ft. If over 15 ft. or other materials be used, then 
subject to approval of district surveyor.

AIR are not to be fixed on the face of any building 
adjoining any public way. Flue pipes not to be 
nearer than 9 in., hot air or steam pipes not to 
be nearer than 6 in., and hot water pipes not to be 
nearer than 3 in. to any combustible materials. 
Restrictions do not apply to low pressure hot water 
and steam pipes, i.e ., pipes provided with a free 
blow off. 

PLASTERING. 

See also Limes, Cements, and Plasters. 

Laths are 3 ft. and 4 ft. long, 1" and ij" wide, 
and spaced f to apart. Single laths are J" 
thick ; Lath and half j inch ; Double late finch. 

1 bundle of laths (nominally 400 ft.) and 525 
nails will cover about 4f yards super. F< r 
fireproof lathing, see Sec. of “The Catalogue.” 
Proportions to use. 

Coarse Stuff. —Lime 1 part; sand 2 or 3 
parts, mixed with long, clean ox hair, 1 lb. to 3 
c. ft. of mortar. 

Fine Stuff is pure lime slaked with a little 
water, and afterwards more water added to 
to consistency of cream, and then allowed 
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Plastering— continued . 

to settle, and water drained off or allowed to 
evaporate until right thickness for use. A small 
■quantity of white hair mixed with it for ceilings. 
Run into putty one month before use. A little 
washed sand is sometimes mixed with it. 

Gauged Stuff is fine stuff 3 or 4 parts ; plaster 
of Paris I part. For cornices equal parts of each. 
Lime Stucco. —Hydraulic time 1 ; sand 3 or 4. 
Cement Stucco. —Portland cement 1 ; sand 
or 3. 

Rough Cast Lime. -Lime 2; sand 1, and 
small pebbles. 

Rough Cast Cement. —Portland cement 1 ; 
sand 3 or 4, and pebbles. 

Trowelled Stucco. —Fine stuff 2; Sand 1. 
Bastard Stucco. —Fine stuff 2 ; Sand 1, 
and a little hair. 

Selinitic Mortar. —Selinitic lime, I part; 
sand 3 or 4 parts, and 2 hods well-aired lime 
putty, the hair previously well hooked into the 
lime putty. 

Ditto setting coat and trowelled Stucco. Lime 
putty 3 parts; washed sand 2 parts; selinitic 
lime I part. 

Notes.—S elinitic cement should be mixed with 
water before adding the sand ; in this respect it 
differs from other limes and cement. Selinitic 
cement should not be used in conjunction with 
gauged stuff for cornices, screeds, &c. 

No more selinitic mortar should be gauged than 
•can be used the same day. 

Fibrous Plaster, see Sec. of “ The Cata¬ 
logue.” 

L.C.C. Byelaws.— Digest. 

Description and quality of the substances of which 
plastering is to be made. 

Laths to be sound, free from sap, but other 
approved material may be used. 

Plastering or coarse stuff to be 1 of lime to 3 of 
sand and hair, or any approved cement or plaster 
of Paris may also be used. 

Lime must be freshly burned. 

Sand must be clean, sharp, free from loam or 
•earthy matter. 

Hair must be good, sound, and free from grease 
•or dirt; 1 lb. of hair to 3 cubic feet of coarse stuff. 
Approved fibrous material may be used instead of 
hair, and ground brick or furnace slag instead of 
sand. 

Setting coat to be lime or cement mixed with 
•clean washed sand or cement only. 

Clear water only to be used in mixing the material. 
Portland cement must weigh not less than 90 lbs. 
to the imperial bushel. 

Fibrous slab or other slab plastering of sufficient 
thickness and securely fixed, may be used on ceil¬ 
ings, partitions, and walls to the satisfaction of the 
district surveyor.

L.B. ACT, 1894.— Digest. 

The following provisions apply except with the 
consent of the council. All projections except the 
cornices and dressings to shop fronts, and except 
the eaves, bargeboards, and cornices to detached 
and semi-detached dwellings, and to dwelling houses 
where party walls are corbelled out 4 inches beyond 
such eaves barge-board or cornice, shall be OF FIRE¬ 
PROOF MATERIAL. No CORNICE to exceed 2 ft. 
6 in. projection over PUBLIC WAY. 

Every balcony cornice or other PROJECTION TO 
BE TAILED INTO WALL and weighted, and tied 
down to satisfaction of the district surveyor. 

SHOP Fronts in streets not wider than 30 ft., 
front may project 5 inches, and cornice 13 inches. 
In streets over 30ft. front may project 10 inches, and 
cornice 18 in. beyond external wall of building - , but 
this does not authorize any projection save the 
cornice of the shop front on or over public way. 
No woodwork to shop front to exceed 25 ft- in height 
from pavement, or to be nearer than 4 inches to the 
centre of party wall, or nearer than 4 inches to wall 
of adjoining premises if a separate wall, unless a pier or 
corbel of incombustible material 4 in. wide at least, 
and as high as, and projecting in front of such wood¬ 
work at least one inch, be placed between it and the 
centre of the party wall, or the separate wall. 

Bay WINDOWS to dwellings in streets not less 
than 40 ft. wide, or to a building not less than 40 ft. 
from opposite boundary, may be erected on owners 
land provided such bav windows are not more than 
3 stories in height, do not project more than 3 ft., or 
do not project within the prescribed distance of 
centre of road, are in no part nearer the centre of 
party wall than their greatest projection, do not 
exceed in width §ths of frontage of building, and 
not used for trade purposes. Consent of council 
required, to bay windows to which above do not 

a ^OR*IEL WINDOWS AND TURRETS in streets not 
less than 40 ft. wide, or to a building 40 ft. distant 
from opposite boundary are allowed, provided not 
more than 3 ft. projection, or more than 12 111. over 
public wav, and not less than 10 ft. above pavement, 
uo part overhanging the public way to be nearer 
than 4 ft. of centre of party wall, total width not 
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to exceed § of length of wall. Construction subject 
to approval of district surveyor or, if disagreement 
superintending architect’s decision final. Consent of 
council required to Oriel windows or turrets to 
which above do not apply. All projections to be so 
arranged and provided with GUTTERS AND PIPES 
AS TO PREVENT WATER DRIPPING over the 
public way.

Oak, teak, or Baltic fir, or pitch pine. No pitch 
pine or other American timber should be used in 
contact with any wall, or in floors or plates. If trussed 
coupled rafters be used for spans exceeding 20 ft. with¬ 
out principals, sufficient tie beams must be introduced. 

If trussed principals, and the distance apart exceed 
12 ft. from centre to centre, intermediate trusses 
must be introduced. Ends of main timbers should 
rest on stone corbels or template, with space for ven¬ 
tilation between timber and walling. 

Rafters exposed to view should not be less than 4^ 
ins. wide. 

Vaulting stone or brick. Plaster groining should 
not be used, nor stone be imitated in wood. 

Slates on 1" boarding or 2" x 1" battens. 2" copper 
nails. Tiles on stout English Oak laths, i£" x 1" 
battens; nibbed tiles must also be nailed. If stone 
slates then extra strength of roof. 

Joints of rough stone or slate must be pointed 
inside. Tiles bedded in clean dry hair, packed in 
carefully at the line of pins, never bedded in mor¬ 
tar. Cast lead preferable to milled. Rolls formed by 
rolling edges together preferable to sheets lappecl 
round rolls. Never lay lead on oak boarding: pro¬ 
vide ventilation where lead is used. Sheets not 
longer than 10 ft. or wider than 2" 3" between rolls 
and weight not less than 7 lbs. 

Where rafters are only covered with boarding it must 
be.

The inner ceiling may be covered on back with dry 
hair felt. A perfect roof covering facilitates the warm¬ 
ing of a church. 


L.B. ACT, 1894.— Digest. 

Every structure on a roof to be covered with slate, 
tile, metal, or other incombustible material, except 
wooden cornices and barge boards to dormers, 
not exceeding 12 inches in depth; and doors, and 
windows, and their frames. Every dwelling-house 
or factory above 30 ft., and having a parapet, to have 
means of access to the roof. Trap doors to have 
hinged fixed step ladders. 

PITCH of Roof to warehouse buildings not to 
be more than 47 degrees; other buildings 75 degrees 
(towers, turrets, and spires excepted). 

STORIES IN Roof. —Not more than two in 
domestic buildings. If upper surface of floor over 
60 ft. from street, story to be fire-proof throughout, 
and to be provided with means of escape certified as. 
satisfactory before occupation.

SCHOOLROOM. 

Every school must have a schoolroom or a 
Central Hall (rule 8), width for schoolroom 18 to 22 
feet. In a room 18 feet wide three rows of long 
desks ; where four rows, width 21 feet six inches ; if 
width 22 feet, dual desks, five rows deep, most suit¬ 
able. 

(a) Accommodation in schoolrooms, minimum 10* 
square feet per child. Infant schoolrooms 9 square 
feet per child. 

Position of doors and fireplaces should allow one 
side of room being free for benches and desks. 
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S c h o ols —contin tied.

No schoolroom may be lighted from one side only. 
The gable ends should be utilised for windows. 

Every child must be provided with bench or desk 
room. 

Class-rooms. 

io square feet per child if not more than 60 child¬ 
ren. Six rows of dual desks or five rows of long- 
length desks. Rule 2 applies to rooms for more than 
60 children, or more than 24 feet 8 inches from the 
window wall. 

Teacher s desk not more than 20 feet from the 
centre of back row, and that row shall not subtend an 
angle greater than 6o° at the teacher’s desk. 

Mimimum size of class room 18 feet by 15 feet. If 
desks are placed longitudinally, width not less than 
16 feet. Latter width also allowed in schoolrooms of 
very small size. 

Class-rooms not to be passage-rooms, should be on 
same level as schoolroom. Should be easily cleared 
without disturbance to any other room. Doors 
should open both ways. 

The number of class-rooms should be sufficient for 
size, etc., of the school. 

The excessive use of movable partitions should be 
avoided. 

Walls, Floors, and Roofs. 

The walls of every room jused for teaching, if 
ceiled at the level of the wall-plate, at least 12 feet 
high; and, if area more than 360 square feet, 13 
feet, and, if more than 600, then 14 feet. 

The walls of every room, if ceiled to the rafters 
and collar beam, at least n feet high from the floor 
to the wall-plate, and at least 14 feet to the ceiling 
across the collar beam. 

Render roofs impervious to cold and heat. 

Roofs open to apex not approved. Only permitted 
where the roofs are specially impervious to heat and 
cold, and where apex-ventilation is provided. 

External walls must be solid. If of brick, the 
thickness must be at least one brick and a half; and 
if of stone, at least 20 inches. 

All walls, not excepting fence walls, should have a 
damp-proof course. 

The vegetable soil within the area should be re¬ 
moved, the space covered by concrete not less than 
6 inches thick, and air bricks inserted in opposite 
walls to ensure a through current of air under floors 
for ventilation to joists. 

Timber should be protected from mortar and 
cement by asphalte or tar. 

Entrances. 

Entrances separate for each department. In large 
schools more than one entrance (See also Rule ioj. 
The principal entrance should never be through the 
cloak-room. Entrance doors and the doors ot main 
rooms should open outwards as well as inwards. A 
porch should be external to the schoolroom. An 
external door having outside steps requires a landing 
between the door and the steps. 

Cloak-rooms and Lavatories. 

Cloak-rooms should not be passages, and should 
be external to schoolrooms and class rooms, with 
gangways at least 4 feet wide between the hanging- 
rails, and amply lighted from the end. They should 
not be placed against a gabled wall. (See Rule 3 
( a ).) The hanging-rail should be arranged so that 
the children can enter and leave the cloak-room 
without confusion or crowding. Hat-pegs, 12 inches 
apart, numbered, and of two tiers. Lineal hanging 
space is thus 6 inches per child. 

Thorough ventilation essential, so that smells are 
not carried into the school. 

Lavatory basins are needed. (See Rule 13 (h).) 
Girls’ schools require a larger number than boys’ or 
infants’. 

A lock-up slop sink, water tap, and cupboard for 
the caretaker. 

Central Halls. 

Space not less than 1,200 square feet. 

It desired, one class (or under special circum¬ 
stances two classes) allowed in central hall if suitably j 
planned. The position of such class or classes should 
be shown on plan. 

Windows. 

Light should come from left of the scholars. 
Where left light impossible, right light next best. 
In rooms 14 feet high, any space beyond 24 feet 
from the window wall will be insufficiently lighted. 

A large portion of each window should be made to 
open for ventilation and for cleaning. 

Skylights Objectionable. 

The sills 4 feet from floor ; heads near ceiling.

No tri- j 
a ngular steps or “winders.” Each step about 13 


! ] nches broad, not more than sk to 6 inches high, 
blights short, landings unbroken. Number of stair¬ 
cases sufficient for rapid exit in case of fire or panic. 

Ventilation. 

Copious inlet of fresh air; also outlet of foul air. 
Inlets, minimum of 2$ square inches per child, and 
outlets a minimum of 2 inches. All inlets and out¬ 
lets communicate with external air ; in addition flush 
with fresh air from windows. 

Although lighting fiom the left hand is considered 
so important, ventilation in summer demands also 
the provision of a small swing window as far from 
the lighting as possible, and near the ceiling. 

Warming. 

Temperature from 56° to 6o°. When a corridor 
or lobby is warmed rooms are less liable to draughts 
Where hot water, the principle of direct radiation is 
recommended. In such cases open grates in addi¬ 
tion are useful for extra warming and ventilation. 

(a) A common stove, with a pipe through the 
wall, or roof, can under no circumstances be allowed. 
Stoves are only approved, when 
(i.) provided with proper chimneys. 

(ii.) they cannot become red-hot, or otherwise 
contaminate the air. 

. (iii.) supplied with fresh air, direct from the out¬ 
side, by a flue of not less than 72 inches superficial ; 
and 

(iv.) not to interfere with the floor space necessary 
for teaching. 


Sanitary Arrangements. 

Water-closets within school buildings not desirable, 
only required for women teachers. Others at a short 
distance, completely disconnected from schools. 
Privies fully 20 feet distant. 

The dcors, staircases, and passages from school¬ 
room to the latrines (whether in mixed or in other 
schools), and the latrines themselves must be separate 
for the two sexes, and constructed entirely apart 
from each other. Where passages or corridors are 
unavoidably used by both sexes, there must be com¬ 
plete supervision from the class-rooms by sheets of 
clear glass. 

Each closet must be not less than 2 feet 3 inches 
wide, nor more than 3 feet, fully lighted and 
ventilated, and properly screened, or supplied with 
a door. More than one seat is not allowed in anv 
closet. 

The children must not be obliged to pass in front 
of the teacher’s residence in order to reach their 
latrines.

Cesspits and privies only where unavoidable, and j 
at least 20 feet from school. [Building Form “ A,” 
which may be obtained on application, gives sug¬ 
gestions as to their construction and arrangement.] 
Earth or ash closets, of an approved type may be 
employed in rural districts, but drains for the dis¬ 
posal of slop and surface water are still necessary. 
The proximity of drinking wells should be carefully 
avoided. 

Soil-drains must always be outside the building 
(on a hard even bottom or concrete) ; diameter of 4 
inches is sufficient unless for more than 10 closets. 
Above this 6 inches. The fall never less than 1 in 
30 for 4-inch, and 1 in 40 for 6-inch drains. Inspec¬ 
tion opening or chamber at each change of direction. 
Disconnect from the main sewer by a properly con¬ 
structed trap. Trap must be ventilated by at least 
two untrapped openings ; one the 4-inch soil pipe 
carried up full size above the roof, and the other an 
inlet pipe connected with the side of the trap furthest 
from the public sewer. Automatic flushing tanks 
where trough closets are used. 

Urinals must have sufficient water for flushing. 

Waste pipes trapped inside and then discharged 
through outer wall over a trapped gulley. 


Desks. 

Benches and desks, graduated according to ages 
of children, at right angles to the light. (See also 
Rules 3 («) and 9.) 

18 inches per scholar at each desk and bench 
(except for dual desk), 18 inches desk for one child 
needs no gangway next the wall. Usual length of 
dual desk is 3' 4", and the gangways i' 4". 


Schools— continued. 

Benches and desks, three rows deep, not more 
than 12 feet long, four rows deep, 9 feet long. No 
group of long desks in room for more than 60 child¬ 
ren should contain more than four rows, even when 
width is more than 21 feet 6 inches (Rule 2). 

With the dual desk the space between seat and 
desk disappears, as the children stand in the gang¬ 
ways. 

Sites and Playgrounds. 

Minimum size of site is, in the absence of excep¬ 
tional circumstances, a quarter of an acre for every 
, 250 children. If school is more than one story area 
i may be proportionately reduced ; minimum open 
space, 30 square feet per child. 

In a mixed school of large size, playgrounds 
should be separa e for boys and girls. 

Playgrounds fairlv square, properlv levelled, 

, drained, inclosed, and fitted with simple appliances. 

A portion covered,havingone sideagainst a boundary 
i wall. A covered way should never connect the 
j offices with the main building. Buttresses, corners, 

! and recesses should be avoided. 

An infant school should have playground on same 
level as school, and open to the sunshine. 

Infant Schools. 

Infants should not, except in very small schools, 

! be taught with other children. Access to the infants’ 
j room should no^ be through the older children’s 
; schoolioom. 

No opening wider than an ordinary door between 
infants’ and other schoolroom. 

An infant school (and playground) on the ground 
floor, and, if more than 80 scholars, should have one 
gallery and a small group of benches and desks for 
occasional use of the older infants. 

No infant galleiy should hold more than 65 infants 
nor in a babies’ room more than 50. Back a wooden 
rail slightly below level of children’s shoulders. 
Light for object lessons as good from the light as 
from the left. 

The width of an infant room should be in propor¬ 
tion to size, but not more than 24 feet. A covered 
marching-ground is desirable. 

Babies’ room should always have an open fire, 
temperature 65°. As a rule not more than 50 child¬ 
ren, and under supervision from schoolroom. Large 
schools may require two communicating rooms for 
babies, one with low Kindergarten desks, the other 
ariiple floor space for exercises. 

Area of infant school 9 sq. ft. for each child, after 
deducting useless space. Care should be taken that 
the numbers are conveniently seated and that space 
is left for marching. 

Where a second standard is taught in an infant 
school a seperate class-room is necessary ; area, 10 
square feet per child. 

Infant class-rooms should not contain more than 60. 

Cookery Centres and Class-rooms. 

A cookery centre should accommodate 18 at prac¬ 
tice and 54 at demonstration: should contain not 
less than 750 superficial feet, and 10,000 cubic feet. 
Should be approached by separate entrances. A 
recess for scullery purposes necessary, and also 
bonnet-room. 

A gallery or raised platform with desks 25 feet by 
12 feet 6 inches. 

The floor space for practical work not less than 25 
feet by 13 feet 6 inches, and not encumbered with 
desks, cupboards, and stoves. 

The sink should be in full view of teacher and 
children, and fitted with cold water waste. 

Gas-stove should have a flue pipe. 

In cookery and laundry centres ventilation needs 
special arrangements. 

The apparatus for lessons in Cookery should 
include such stoves and appliances as are usually 
found in the homes of the children. 

A class-room for cookery should contain at ldhst 
600 superficial feet and 8,400 cubic feet, and be so 
placed that smells cannot pervade other rooms. 
Rooms for Special Instruction. 

Workshops and laundries of simple construction, 
entirely apart from the school. 

One room for drawing, or chemistry, or manual 
instruction, or laundry work, or cookery will often 
serve for several schools in the same neighbourhood. 

The plan, arrangements, construction, lighting, 
and ventilation of a manual instruction room should 
be suitable for a workshop rather than a school. 

Construction should be simple. Roof may be of 
lean-to, or other ordinary form. Height at windows 
in front of benches need not be more than 10 feet. 
Light must be ample. Temperature not so high as 
in ordinary class-rooms. A flat ceiling not, as a

SEPARATION OF BUILDINGS. 

L.B. ACT, 1894.— Digest. 

Buildings exceeding ten squares in area, and used 
partly for trade and partly as a dwelling-house, shall 
have the two parts separated by walls and floors of 
fire-resisting materials, and the" passages, staircases, 
and all means of approach to the dwelling-house part 
shall be constructed of fire-resisting materials. The 
part used for trade, if exceeding 250,000 cubic feet, 
is subject to the provisions of the Act relating to the 
cubical contents of buildings of the warehouse class. 
Doorways communicating between the two parts to 
be fitted with fire-resisting doors. 

Building exceeding 25 squares in area containing 
separate sets of offices or rooms, or adapted to be 
tenanted by different persons, must have floors and 
staircases of fire-resisting materials. 

CUBICAL Limit. —Buildings of the warehouse 
class not to exceed 250,000 c. ft., unless divided with 
parting walls, and no division to contain more than 
250,000 c. ft. 

Exemptions : Buildings beyond two miles of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, and used wholly for the manufac¬ 
ture of the machinery and boilers of steam vessels, or 
for a retort house, or the manufacture of gas, or for 
generating electricity; provided such building con¬ 
sist of one floor only, and is constructed of incom¬ 
bustible materials throughout. Every such building 
deemed to be a special building, to which general 
rules of Act not applicable. 

Council may consent to additional size of building 
if satisfied that increased space is necessary, and that 
proper precautions are taken against fire, provided 
such building shall not exceed 450,000 c. ft., or less 
allowed by Council, without being divided by party 
walls, that height shall not exceed 60 ft., and not to 
be used for the purpose of any trade involving use of 
explosives or inflammable materials. 

SHEDS. 

L.B. Act, 1894.— Digest. 

Open sheds not exceeding 16 ft. high, and not ex¬ 
ceeding four squares in area, may be constructed of 
any substances and in any manner approved by the 
district surveyor.) 


Usual height of sinks from floor is 3 ft. Slop 
sinks, 2 ft. Lead 'for metal lined sinks, 7lb. 
sides and 81 b. bottom, or 61 b. sides and 7lb. 
bottom. Draining boards fluted, hard wood, or 
fluted and covered with lead.

Every public building and every building exceed¬ 
ing 125,000 c. ft. and constructed for use as a dwell¬ 
ing house for separate families, the floors of lobbies, 
corridors, passages, landings, and stairs and their 
supports to be of fire-resisting materials. 

Staircases in tenement buildings to be ventilated 
on every storey above ground floor by windows, sky¬ 
lights into open air, or other adequate means. 

Principal staircase in dwelling houses to be venti¬ 
lated by window into open air. 

Staircase, &c., in Public Buildings.— To 
be supported and enclosed by brick walls not less 
than 9 in. thick, and tread to be of uniform width. 
Passage, corridor, or staircase to buildings accommo¬ 
dating not more than 200 persons to be 3 ft. 6 in. 
wide, and for over 200 to be 4 ft. 6 in. wide at least. 
If over 400, width to be increased 6 in. for each 100 
up to 9 ft. Where staircases are 6 ft. wide and up¬ 
wards they are to be divided by a handrail. 

Two staircases or corridors may be substituted, but 
each to be § the width required for one, and neithe. 
less than 3 ft. 6 in. wide. 

Separate means of exit to be provided from each 
floor or gallery and directly communicating with the 
street or open space. Doors and barriers to open out, 
and to have no outside bolts or locks.

STREETS. 

Country Roads. —Carriage way 24 to 30ft. 
Fall from centre to side jj of an inch to a foot. 
Footpaths 6ft. each, wirh 1" fall towards the road. 

Channel drains at sides of road draining into 
ditch outside footpaths or drain about 3 feet 
below surface. 

Bed of road should have same fall as surface. 
The bottoming should consist of 8 to 12 inches of 
gravel, burnt ballast, chalk, Droken bricks or hard 
core, formed in two layers. The surface should 
consist of 6 inches of broken granite, hardstone or 
pebbles. Pieces of broken granite, etc., should 
not be more than 2 inches for bottom layers and 
inches for surface. Each layer should be 
consolidated with a steam roller. Footpaths 
should have 4" of ballast, and be finished with 
2 to 3 inches of fine gravel or stone chips. 


Streets— continued. 

Paved roads require a concrete bottom 9 to 12 
inches thick, and are finished with wood blocks, 
asphalte or granite setts. 

L.B. Act, 1894, & L.C.C. Bye-laws.— Digest. 

Written notice must be given to superintending 
Architect L.C.C. at least 4 weeks before any new 
street is laid out, stating proposed level and width, 
and accompanied by a plan showing local situation. 
See also “ Applications to L.C.C.” 

Every new street, unless with consent in writing, 
must have at least two entrances of full width open 
from the ground up. 

Carriage Roads, minimum width 40 feet, 
gradient not more than 1 in 20. Fall from centre 
not less than § of an inch to the foot, the kerb not 
less than four or more than 8 inches above channel 
of roadway, and the slope of footpath to the kerb to 
be £ an inch to the foot if the path be unpaved, or 
not less than £ inch to the foot if pave^i. 

FOOT Roads. Minimum width 20 feet. 
Sanction may be refused to a street for foot traffic 
only, or conditions imposed. Old ways, if to be 
adapted for streets, to be widened to minimum of 20 
feet from centre of roadway for carriage roads, and 
to full width of 20 feet for foot roads. 

WIDE Roads up to 60 feet may be required for 
carriage roads beyond 2 miles from St. Paul’s, should 
the Council deem it expedient in the public interest, 

COMPENSATION may be claimed for loss or 
injury (if any), by Council requiring more than th® 
prescribed width. > If amount not agreed within 2 
months it can be summarily recovered. If claim ex¬ 
ceed £50, then arbitration under Land Clauses Act. 
Council may waive their requirement within the 
2 months, and pay cost of negotiations. The Council 
has power to allow less than the prescribed width, 
and to otherwise modify regulations, but any consent 
given not to affect the rights of adjoining owners. 
In the case of alteration or re-erection of buildings 
existing at the commencement of B. Act, 1894, or 
any time 7 years previously, plans shewing extent 
and structure, forecourt or other open space t.o be 
submitted to District Surveyor for his certificate of 
accuracy. Owner can then alter or re-erect them 
within the prescribed distance from centre of road to 
the extent of the old structure. 

Houses for working class not to be erected or 
re-erected without the consent of the Council within 
the prescribed distance, to a height exceeding the 
distance between external front wall and opposite 
side of street. 

No building to be converted into a dwelling within 
the prescribed distance so as to exceed such height. 
This does not apply to dwellings erected by local 
authorities previous to Building Act, nor affect 
powers of Railway Co.’s under special Acts. 

Buildings existing or in course of erection within 
2 years before July 22nd, 1878, may be re-erected 
or extended within any area which might then have 
been lawfully occupied.

An upward direction should be 
given to incoming air, and it should be admitted 
above people’s heads. 

Each apartment should have separate ventila¬ 
tion, ahd means should be provided for carrying 
off the fumes of gas burners. 

An ordinary fire-place affords an outlet for 
about 12,000 c. ft. per hour. Usual inlets are 
vertical tubes, a wide bottom rail to lower sash 
and high bead on inside of oak sill to admit air at 
meeting rail without draught, and stoves and fire 
places with warm air chambers. There are also 
various means for warming and cleansing the air 
before admission. 

Rule to find area of ventilating tubes in feet .— 
Multiply the number of people in the room by 4, 
and divide this product by 43 times the square 
root of the height of the tubes in feet. — Tredgold.

Construction of Walls under the L.B.A., 
1894.— Digest. 

No part of any wall to overhang more than 6 
inches. Projections must be solidly corbelled out, 
and the side of wall opposite to the corbelling be 
carried up vertically. 

Walls not built of stone, or brick, or other hard 
and incombustible substances laid in horizontal 
courses, to be £ thicker than prescribed in Schedule. 

The thickness of any dwelling house wall built of 
material other than above specified, sufficient if as 
.Schedule, or of such thickness as may be approved 
by the Council. 

Hollow walls must have a wall one side of hollow 
of the full thickness prescribed. 

Height of storeys are measured as follow* Top 
storey from underside of floor joists to under surface 
of roof tie, or covering, or to half the vertical height 
of rafters or other support of the roof. 

Other storeys irorn the underside of joists to the 
underside of joists of the storey over. 

Height of external and partv wall is measured from 
top of footings or of bressuminer to the top of the top¬ 
most storey, whether the wall be carried to the full 
height or no ; in the case of a gable without storeys 
in the roof, to half the height of the gable. Length 
of wall is from centre to centre of external, party, or 
cross walls. 

Thickening walls only to be done after notice to 
District Surveyor, to be executed with brick or stone, 
in cement properly bonded to old work to the satis¬ 
faction- of tne District Surveyor. 

Walls for Buildings not Public and not 
of the Warehouse Class.

The thickness of the wall at the top, and for 16

the collective widths amounting to one fourth of the 
length of the wall. 

The thickness of any wall, if built of materials 
other than those before specified, may be as this 
schedule, or as approved by the County Council. 

Cross Walls. 

To be g thickness of external or party wall, but 
never less than 8£ ins. To be deemed a cross wall 
it must be carried up to floor of the top storey, and 
in each storey the aggregate extent of recesses and 
openings must not exceed one half of face of wall. 

When a cross wall becomes in any part an external 
wall, the wall is to be of the thickness of an external 
wall. 

Recesses and Openings in External 

WALLS. Least thickness of back 8i inches. Area 
above ground floor not to exceed half total area. 

Recesses in Party Walls. Least thickness 
of back 13 inches. Over every recess two ring brick 
arch, except recesses for lifts. Where recess not 
more than 4^ inches corbelling may be substituted 
for arches. Area not to exceed half total area of 
wall. Recess not to be within 13^ inches of inner 
face of external wall. Sanction to modification may 
be given. 

Timber in External Walls. Except bres- 
summers, storey posts, and frames of doors and win¬ 
dows to shops, to be set back 4 inches from face. 
Loophole frames and frames of doors and windows 
maybe flush. Council may exempt oak, teak, or 
other wood from this provision subject to satisfaction 
of the District Surveyor. 

BrESSUMMERS. 4 inches bearing at least on 
piers or storey posts in addition to bearing on walls. 
District Surveyor may require additional piers or 
supports. Ends of wood bressummers not to be 
nearer than 4 inches to centre of party wall. Me¬ 
tallic bressummers to have space at end for expan¬ 
sion equal to i in. for every 10 ft. or part of 10 
ft. of length. 

Plates and Bond Timbers. Not to be in 
party wall. Ends of wood joists and beams bearing 
on party walls to be at least 4 inches from centre. 

Templates or Corbels of Stone or iron 
under bressummer in party walls, to be full width of 
bressummers, and at least half the thickness of walls.

AGRICULTURAL HOLDINGS ACT, 
1900 . 

(6s & 64 Viet, Ch. 50). 

Sec. I.— (1) Where a tenant has made on his 
holding any improvement comprised in the First 
Schedule to this Act he shah, subject as in the Agri¬ 
cultural Holdings (England) Act, 1883 (in this Act 
-referred to as the principal Act) and in this Act 
mentioned, be entitled, at the determination of a 
tenancy, on quitting his holding to obtain from the 
landlord as compensation under tne said Acts for the 
improvement such sum as fairly represents the value 
of the improvement to an incoming tenant. Provided 
always, that in estimating the value of any such im¬ 
provement there shall not be taken into account, as 
part of the improvement made by the tenant, what is 
justly due to the inherent capabilities of the soil. 

(2) References in the principal Act to the First 
Schedule to that Act shall be construed as references 
to the First Schedule to this Act. 

(3) In the ascertainment of the amount of the com¬ 
pensation payable to a tenant under the principal 
Act or this Act there shall be taken into account any 
'benefit which the landlord has given or allowed to 
•the tenant in consideration of the tenant executing 
the improvement. 

(4) In the ascertainment of the amount of the com¬ 
pensation payable to a tenant in respect of manures 
as defined by this Act, there shall be taken into 
account the value of the manure required by the 
■contract of tenancy or by custom to be returned to 
•the holding in respect of any crops sold off or removed 
from the holding within the last two years of the ten¬ 
ancy or other less time for which the tenancy has 
endured, not exceeding the value of the manure 
which would have been produced by the consumption 
on the holding of the crops so sold off or removed. 

(5) Nothing in this section shall prejudice the right 
of a tenant to claim any compensation to which he 
may be entitled under custom, agreement, or other¬ 
wise, in lieu of any compensation provided by this 
section. . 

Sec. 2.—(1) If a tenant claims to be entitled to 
compensation, whether under the principal Act or 
this Act, or under custom, agreement, or otherwise, 
in respect of any improvement comprised in the 
First Schedule to this Act, and if the landlord and 
tenant fail to agree as to the amount and time and 
mode of payment of such compensation, the differ¬ 
ence shall be settled by arbitration in accordance 
with the provisions, if any, in that behalf in any 
agreement between landlord and tenant, and in de¬ 
fault of and subject to any such provisions by arbi¬ 
tration under this Act in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions set out in the Second Schedule to this Act. 

(2) Any claim by a tenant for compensation under 
the principal Act or this Act in respect of any 
improvement comprised in the First Schedule to this 
Act shall not be made after the determination of the 
tenancy. Provided that where the ciaim relates to 
an improvement executed after the determination of 
the tenancy, but while the tenant lawfully remains in 
occupation of part of the holding, the claim may be 
made at any time before the tenant quits that part. 

(3) Where any claim by a tenant for compensation 
in respect of any improvement comprised in the 
First Schedule to this Act is referred to arbitration, 
and any sum is claimed to be due to the tenant from 
the landlord in respect of any breach of contract or 
otherwise in respect of the holding, or to the land¬ 
lord from the tenant in respect of any waste 
wrongfully committed or permitted by the tenant, or 
in respect of breach of contract or otherwise in respect 
of the holding, the party claiming such sum may, if 
he thinks fit, by written notice to the other party 
given by registered letter or otherwise not later than 
seven days after the appointment of the arbitrator or 
arbitrators, require that the arbitration shall extend 
to the determination of the further claim, and 
thereupon the provisions of this section with respect 
to arbitration shall apply accordingly, and any sum 
awarded to be paid by a landlord or tenant shall be 
recoverable in manner provided by the principal Act 
for the recovery of compensation.

(4) Where any claim which is referred to arbitration 
relates to an improvement executed or matter arising 
after the determination of the tenancy, but while the 
tenant lawfully remains in occupation of part of the 
holding, the arbitrator may, if he thinks fit, make a I 
separate award in respect of such claim. 

(5) An arbitration shall, unless the parties other¬ 
wise agree, be before a single arbitrator. 

(6) If in any arbitration under this Act the 
arbitrator states a case for the opinion of the county 1 
court on any question of law, the opinion of the court 
on any question so stated shall be final, unless within 
the time and in accordance with the conditions 
prescribed by rules of the Supreme Court either 
party appeals to the Court of Appeal, from whose 
decision no appeal shall lie. 

(7) Any person who wilfully and corruptly gives 
false evidence before an arbitrator or umpire in any 
arbitration under this Act shall be guilty of perjury, 
and may be dealt with, prosecuted, and punished 
accordingly. 

(8) Subject to any provision contained in any 
agreement between landlord and tenant the Arbitra¬ 
tion Act, 1889, shall not apply to any arbitration to 
which this Act applies. 

Sec. 3.—(1) The powers of the county court j 
under the principal Act with respect to charges shall 
be exercised by the Board of Agriculture, and ac¬ 
cordingly the Board of Agriculture shall be substituted 
for the county court in sections twenty-nine, thirty, 
thirty-one, thirty-two, and thirty-nine of that Act.

Sec. 1.—(1) Where by virtue of an order under ¬ 
section thirty-two of the Irish Church Act, 1869, or- 
section seven of the Irish Church Act, 1869, Amend* 
ment Act, 1872, any land is charged for fifty-tw r o .

four pounds nine shillings per cent, on the purchase 
money of any tithe rentcharge, such annual sum 
shall continue to be paid until forty-five payments., 
thereof from the date at which it commenced have 
been made and no longer.

charged for a less number of years, at an equivalent 
annual sum so as to discharge the principal and 
interest of any such purchase money in a less num¬ 
ber of years, such annual sum shall continue to be 
paid until such less number of payments thereof ‘ 
from the date at which it commenced, as will pay 
off the purchase money on the assumption that the 
annual sum so charged included interest at the rate 
of three pounds ten shillings per cent, per annum. , 
have been made and no longer. 
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Sec. 2.—(i) As soon as possible after the passing 
of this Act the Land Commission shall ascertain, 
from the appendices to their reports as presented to 
Parliament in pursuance of section fifty-five of the 
Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, by what amount in 
•each county during the period commencing with 
and including the year covered by the annual report 
dated the twentieth day of September one thousand 
■eight hundred and eighty-six, and ending with that 
presented last before the passing of this Act, the 
rents of holdings in respect of which judicial rents 
have been fixed for a first statutory term, whether 
by order or by agreement, have, for the entire of 
such period, been varied by the fixing of such judi¬ 
cial rents, and shall certify the average percentage 
which such variation represents. 

(2) The Land Commission shall similarly ascer¬ 
tain and certify for each county in respect of every 
subsequent period of fifteen years the average per¬ 
centage of variation of judicial rents payable during 
a second or subsequent statutory term as compared 
with the judicial rents payable during the last pre¬ 
ceding statutory term. 

(3) The Land Commission shall publish their cer¬ 
tificates under this section in such manner for giving 
information to all persons interested, as they think 
most convenient. 

(4) A copy of every certificate of the Land Com¬ 
mission under this section shall be published in the 
“ Dublin Gazette.” 

(5) The production of a printed copy of the “Dub¬ 
lin Gazette,” purporting to be published by the 
Queen’s authority, and containing the publication 
of any certificate of the Land Commission under 
this section, or of a sealed copy issued by the Land 
Commission of any such certificate, shall be evidence 
of the contents of such certificate, and of the date 
thereof, and that it has been duly made. 

(6) The Land Commission shall keep a record in 
their office of all certificates made by them under 
this section.

fifteen years terminating last before the commence¬ 
ment of each such first-mentioned period respec¬ 
tively and all tithe rentcharges shall be payable 
accordingly. 

(3) After the passing of this Act no variation shall 
be made in any tithe rentcharge, save in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of this Act. 
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Sec. 4.—So much of section seven of the Irish | 
Church Act, 1869, Amendment Act, 1872, as pro- 1 
vides for the sale of tithe rentcharges shall not have 
effect in the case of any tithe rentcharge to which 
the last preceding section applies.

Sec. 6.—(1) The amount of tithe rentcharge pay¬ 
able by any person as from the first day of Novem¬ 
ber one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight 
shall be deemed to have been and shall herealter be 
reduced in respect of every pound in value thereof:— 

(a) if the tithe rentcharge is payable out of here¬ 
ditaments situate within a rural district, by 
one-half of the standard rate of poor rate 
certified under section forty-nine of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, as having 
been levied off those hereditaments ; and 

(£) if the tithe rentcharge is payable out of here¬ 
ditaments situate within an urban district, by 
the whole of such standard rate so certified 
as having been levied off those heredita¬ 
ments. 

Provided that from the first half-yearly payment 
so reduced which accrues due next after the passing 
of this Act, there may be deducted in respect of 
every pound thereof one-half of such standard rate, 
if the tithe rentcharge is payable out of heredita¬ 
ments situate within a rural district, and the whole 
of such standard rate if the tithe rentcharge is pay¬ 
able out of hereditaments situate within an urban 
district. 

Provided also that if the total amount paid in 
respect of any thithe rentcharge accruing due after 
the first day of November one thousand eight hun¬ 
dred and ninety-eight, and before the gale day next 
after the passing of this Act, exceeds the amount 
which would have been payable if this Act had come 
into operation before the said first day of November, 
the difference may be deducted from such first half- 
yearly payment as aforesaid, and if such total 
amount is less than would have been so payable, the 
difference shall be paid together with such half- 
yearly payment. 

(2) Where the hereditaments out of which the tithe 
rentcharge is payable are situate partly in an urban 
and partly in a rural district, any question which may 
arise as to the portions of the tithe rentcharge which 
are to be deemed for the purposes of this section to 
be payable in respect of the parts of the heredita¬ 
ments situate in the rural and urban districts respec¬ 
tively, shall be referred to the Land Commission, 
whose decision shall be final. 

(3) Section one of the Tithe Rentcharge (Ireland) 
Act, 1848 (which provides for deduction from rent 
paid in respect of tithe rentcharge), shall apply, with 
the necessaiy modifications, where tithe rentcharge is 
reduced by virtue of this section, and, in the appli¬ 
cation of the said section one to tithe rentcharge 
} ayable out of hereditaments situate within a rural 
district, “one quarter” shall be substituted for 
“ one half.” 
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Sec. 7.—(1) Where the hereditaments out of which 
any tithe rentcharge is payable are separately owned 
by several persons liable to pay the tithe rentcharge 
any of such owners shall be liable only to pay such 
proportion of the whole tithe rentcharge as the rate¬ 
able value of the hereditaments separately owned by 
him or them bears to the rateable value of the whole 
of the hereditaments out of which such tithe rent- 
charge is payable. 

(2) The proportionate part of a tithe rentcharge, 
payable by any person in pursuance of the forego¬ 
ing enactment, shall be recoverable from that per¬ 
son by the same remedies and in the same manner as 
if he were solely liable for the whole tithe rent-charge. 

Sec. 8.—(1) Section one of this Act shall not 
apply to any annual sum charged upon land where 
the estate or interest therein of the person liable to 
pay such annual sum has, after the creation of such 
charge and before the thirteenth day of April one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-six, been con¬ 
veyed to a purchaser on a sale. 

(2) Section three of this Act shall not apply to any 
tithe rentcharge payable to the Land Commission 
out of hereditaments where the estate or interest 
therein of the person liable to pay such tithe rent- 
charge has, after the tenth day of August one thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and seventy-two and before the 
twelfth day of May one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine, been conveyed to a purchaser on a 
sale. 

(31 Where the estate or interest conveyed was less 
than the fee simple this section shall not apply after 
the determination of such less estate or interest. 

(4) For the purpose of showing that this section 
does not apply a statutory declaration, or such other 
evidence as the Land Commission may require, shall 
be furnished to that Commission, and be prima facie 
evidence. 

(5) The expression “ sale ” in this section does 
not include a mortgage, or a marriage or other fam¬ 
ily settlement or arrangement, or a sale in any court 
to the owner of the land sold. 

Sec. 9.—Subsection (1) of section thirty-seven of 
the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1896 (which dispenses 
with the consent of the Treasury to the redemption 
of tithe rentcharge as therein mentioned), shall not 
have effect in the case of any tithe rentcharge to 
which section three of this Act applies, 

Sec. 10.—In this Act, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires,— 

The expression “ the Land Commission ” means 
the Irish Land Commission ; and 

The expression “ tithe rentcharge” means a rent- 
charge in lieu of tithes, whether payable to 
the Land Commission or to any lay impropria¬ 
tor or other person. 

Sec. 11.—This Act may be cited as the Tithe 
Rentcharge (Ireland) Act, 1900, and shall extend to 
Ireland only.

CLASSES AND QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS, &c. 

The Royal Institute consists of three classes of subscribing 
Members—namely, Fellows, Associates, and Honorary Associates ; 
and two classes of non-subscribing Members—namely, Iionorary 
Fellows and Honorary Corresponding Members. 


Fellows are Architects who have attained the age of thirty years 
and who have been engaged as principals for at least seven success 
sive years in the practice of Architecture. After March, 1892, the 
Royal Institute will have power to declare that every person desiring 
to be admitted a Fellow shall be required to have passed such an 
Examination or Examinations as may be directed by the [Royal 
Institute. But in special cases the Council will have power to dis¬ 
pense with such Examination or Examinations. 

Associates are persons engaged in the study or practice of 
Architecture who have attained the age of twenty-one years. Every 
person desiring to be admitted an Associate must pass or have 
passed such Examination or Examinations as may be directed by 
the Royal Institute. 

Honorary Associates are persons not professionally engaged in 
practice as Architects who by reason of their position or of their 
eminence in art, science, or literature, or their experience in matters 
relating to Architecture, may appear to the Council to be able to 
render assistance in promoting the objects of the Royal Institute. 

Iionorary Fellows are Members of the Royal Family, persons who 
hold or have held high office in the Government of the United 
Kingdom, or of India or of any Colony or Dependency of the United 
Kingdom, and other illustrious or distinguished persons, to be 
selected as the Royal Institute may from time to time .determine. 

Honorary Corresponding Members are persons, not being British 
subjects, and not residing within the United Kingdom, nor practising 
as Architects in India or in any Colony or Dependency of the United 
Kingdom, who by reason of their eminence as Architects or as 
Archaeologists, or for arcistic, scientific, or literary acquirements, 
may appear to the Council able to render assistance in promoting 
the objects of the Royal Institute. 

Entrance Fees and Subscriptions. 

( a) The entrance fee of each Fellow is five guineas, and his 
annual subscription four guineas. In the case of a Fellow elected 
from the Class of Associates his entrance fee is two guineas. 

(1 h ) The entrance fee of each Associate is three guineas, his annual 
subscription two guineas. 

(c) The entrance contribution of each Honorary Associate is two 
guineas, and his annual subscription two guineas. 

THE PROGRESSIVE EXAMINATIONS. 

Under the authority afforded by clauses 20 and 21 of the Charter, 
the Institute has established a system of Progressive Examinations, 
consisting of (1) a Preliminary Examination, (2) an Intermediate 
Examination, to be passed prior to entering for the Final or 
Qualifying Examination in Architecture, and (3) Final or Qualifying 
Examination. The Preliminary Examination (Written & Graphic) 
is to test the general knowledge of Candidates in ordinary subjects 
of school education. A youth who passes the Preliminary Examina¬ 
tion is at once registered as a Probationer of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. 

The Intermediate Examination (Written, Graphic & Oral) is to 
test the Probationer’s progress in Architecture while engaged as 
pupil, improver, or assistant in an office. During the two years 
following his admission as a Probationer, he has to prepare nine 
sheets of carefully finished drawings with an illustrated memoir. 
If these “Testimonies of Study” are approved, and if he after¬ 
wards pass the Intermediate Examination, he is admitted a Student 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

The Final Examination (Written, Graphic Sc Oral) is to test the 
student’s further progress ; and the programme, divided into Art 
and Science Sections, is framed on the same principle as that of the 
Intermediate. The work to be done by the Student, and submitted 
by him before entering, necessitates good draughtsmanship and 
an acquaintance with ancient edifices, or other well-known execute 1 
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works, to be gained by actual measurement of them. It requires a 
knowledge of design and of the practical details of construction, 
which latter can be best obtained by personal experience of buildings 
in progress. The “Testimonies of Study,” with the concurrent work 
of preparation for this Examination, occupy the Student not less 
than three years ; and no one can be admitted to it under the age 
of twenty-one, although in most cases it will probably be found 
desirable that he should have attained the age of at least twenty-two 
before presenting himself. If the Student pass, he becomes qualified 
for candidature as Associate of the Royal Institute of British Archi¬ 
tects, and receives notification of the fact. 

h In the event of any Student failing to pass the final examination 
within four years of having passed the Intermediate, his name will 
be removed from the Register of Students, unless the Council are 
satisfied that good cause exists for allowing it to remain. 

t*** The annual Calendar of the Royal Institute contains the 
Questions set at The Examination in Architecture y together with 
Advice to Candidates desiring to enter for the Examinations, and 
the Regulations and Programme of the same. It also contains a 
list of Books of Reference, selected with a view to the Examination.'

EXTRACT FROM ARTICLES UNDER WHICH THE 
SOCIETY IS INCORPORATED. 

Members shall be gentlemen who are or have been directly 
engaged professionally in Architectural pursuits, and shall be above 
twenty-one years of age. 

Associates shall be gentleman who have obtained some distinction 
in Literature, Science, or Art, connected with Architecture, and 
shall be above twenty-one years of age. 

Election to Membership shall be only open to Candidates 
approved by the Council who shall have passed the Society’s 
Examination, or any of the Alternative Examinations approved by 
the Council, with the following exceptions :— 

(a) Candidates who are not less than twenty-e ; ght years of age, 
and have been directly engaged professionally in Architec¬ 
tural pursuits, as Principals, for at least seven years. 

(b) Candidates who are not less than twenty-eight years of age, 
and have been directly engaged professionally in Architec¬ 
tural pursuits, as Assistants, or as Assistants and 
Principals for at least ten years. 

Candidates for election as Members or Associates are to fill in the 
form of nomination pertaining to the class into which they seek 
admission, which form must be signed by themselves and by two 
Members, and shall be accompanied by a letter from one of such 
Members testifying as to his knowledge of the Candidate and of his 
work. In the event of any Candidate not being acquainted with 
two Members, special application shall be made to the Council. 
The Council, for the time being, shall, however, have power to 
nominate any person they may think fit for election, and to dispense 
with any or all of the formalities required to be observed on an 
application for membership. 

Architects over 28 years of age, seeking admission into the 
Society as Members, are required to submit drawings of not less 
than two works they have designed and carried out, together with 
photographs of the completed buildings.
